To the Mmnbera of the Boston Chamber of Commerce : 

The by-laws of the Chamber require the Board of Directors to 
submit at the January meeting a statement of the condition and 
finances of the Chamber and a review "of its acta and interests 
for the preceding year." As only a Uttle over seven months have 
elapsed since consolidation of the former Chamber of Commerce 
and the Boston Merchants Association into the new Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and as the new Chamber continued the 
work formerly done by these two bodies, it is fitting that a state- 
ment of the activities of these two bodies during the past year 
up to the time of their consolidation, and of the steps which led 
up to that consolidation, should also be included in this report. 

The First Stepa 

Nearly three years ago several public-spirited citizens who 
believed that the commerce, industry and public interests of 
Boston and New England might better be promoted, and the 
larger and broader interests affecting our mercantile, industrial 
and professional men better safeguarded, if those interests and 
activities — which at that time were vested in three large commer- 
cial organizations, and in a number of subordinate associations 
afifiliated with one of the three— were centered in one organization, 
set out to secure the establishment of the strong central organiza- 
tion which seemed to be needed. 

Realizing that such an organization must at the very beginning 
be strong enough financially to warrant the employment of a com- 
petent staff of workers for a sufficient length of time to prove the 
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theory that competent men are as necesaary to the growth and 
prosperity of a commercial orguiization aa of any other great 
undertakiug, and to meet the expense of such a paid office force 
until the membership of the new organization might become large 
enough to make its income sufficient to enable it to carry on its 
work thereafter, these gentlemen induced two hundred men, 
firms and corporations in Boston, each to agree to contribute $260 
annually for a period of two years to a "sustiuning fund," to 
meet the expenses of the new orguiieation during its formative 
period. 

The next step was an agreement by the Boston Merchants 
Association, which had for thirty-two years occupied a prominent 
place in the affairs of Boston and New England, to imdmiake 
the work of the proposed central organization, if its resources were 
augmented by the fund referred to; and in April, 1908, a new 
Board of Directors, agreed upon by the members of the Merchants 
Association and the members of the sustaining fund (thereafter 
known bb "sustaining members" of the Merchants Association) 
was elected. 

The new Board of Directors proceeded to bring into the reorgan- 
ized Merchants Association every av^able element of strength. 

The twenty associations represented in the membership of the 
Boston Associated Board of Trade (one of the three larger com- 
mercial organizations of the city) voted on October 12th of that 
year to dissolve that organization and to request their members 
to join the Merchants Association, and thus receive the benefits 
resulting from united effort; and the membership of the reorgan- 
ized association b^an to increase rapidly. 

The ForiHa«oD of tke N«w Owinber of Commerce 

In October, 1908, special committees were appointed by both the 
former Boston Chamber of Comm^^ie and the reorganized Boston 
Merchants Association, to consider the feasibility of uniting those 
two organizations. The obstacles to consolidation were numerous, 
and to most people seemed insurmountable. The former Chamber 
had maintuned a trade room, or grain exchange, and annually 
collected extensive and valuable commercial, marine, and market 
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statistics. It owaed the buildii^ in whieh this trading room and 
its officers were situated, each of the members of the Chamber 
having, by virtue of being a member, an interest in it. The 
property rights of its members had to be protected, and provision 
made for the purchase and miuntenance of the building. The 
former Chamber had, ever since it was formed, maintained a 
gratuity fund, aggregating at the time about $175,000, to which 
the members of the Chamber contributed, andfrom which payments 
were made to their families upon their death. The satisfactory 
adjustment of each of these matters involved the solution of a 
number of vexing problems. At no time, however, did the 
members of the two committees lose their futh in the belief that a 
basis of consohdation could be arrived at which would be fair to the 
members of both organizations, or abate th^ zeal in endeavoring 
to find the solution of the problems which made the consolidation 
of the two bodies unusually difficult. . 

After long and careful study of the situation, and the holding of 
a great many conferences, the committees submitted to the boards 
of directors of their respective bodies an agreement providing for 
the consolidation of the two organizations. The agreement 
provided that the directors, "recognizing the common purposes 
•actuating the- two organizations, the increased efficiency which 
would result from the consolidation of groups of citizens working 
to a common end, the much greater authority with which such 
an organization would represent the entire city, and looking to the 
further consolidation with them of other associations interested 
in the commercial, industrial and municipal up-build of metro- 
politan Boston," should recommend to the members of their 
respective organizations the advisability of consohdating them 
into a new corporation, to have the name of "Boston Chamber 
of Commerce," and for which the Legislature should be asked to 
grant a special charter authorizing it to carry on and enlai^ the 
work formerly done by both organizations, and to possess all the 
powem and privileges which the former Chamber enjoyed under 
the special charter granted to it in 1885. 

Thia agreement for consolidation was accordingly submitted 
simultaneously to the members of the two bodies, and was approved 
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by them. The presidents of the two bodies presented a petition 
to the Legislature for the necessary special charter, and at 3.30 on 
the afternoon of June 15, 1909, the members of the two organisa- 
tions met in the Chamber of Commerce building, and accepted the 
charter which bad been granted by the Legislature, elected directors 
of the new corporation, and adopted by-laws for the government of 
its affairs. 

Growth of Hcmberaklp 

At the time of the consolidation, the Boston Merchants Associa^ 
tion (which in September, 1908, had 464 members) had a member- 
ship of 1,810, consisting partly of individuals and partly of firms 
and corporations; and the Boston Chamber of Commerce had 1 ,000 
members, consisting entirely of individuals. A number of men 
were of course members of both organizations, and in some cases 
all of the members of a firm belonging to the Merchants Associa^ 
tion were already members of the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
Making allowances for these duplications, the membership of the 
new organization at the time of the consolidation (and which, under 
its charter, must consist entirely of individuals) was about 2,693. 
In the remaining six and one-half months of 1909, there were 
admitted 952 members, making the membership on December 31, 
1909, 3,645 — the largest bona fide individual membership of any 
similar organization in the United States. 

In accordance with the vote passed at the time the new Chamber 
was formed, all of these 3,645 members are charter members. 

The Repreaentotlve Character of the Hemberahlp 

The constant endeavor has been to make the membership of the 
Chamber thoroughly representative. The theory upon which 
its membership has been built up is that it should not be limited 
~ to those engaged in mercantile and manufacturing enterprises, 
but that the Chamber needs the advice and help, as a member, of 
every man whobelievesinNewEngland, and who is willing to work 
for her commercial and industrial supremacy. The progress which 
has been made in this direction is shown by the fact that in the 
membership of the Chamber there are :

Commltleea and Staff 

The work of the organization is carried on by the officers and 
directors, 38 committees (exclusive of the special membership 
Bub-committees), and a staff of employees, including besides the 
executive officers, committee secretaries, transportation experts, 
inspectors of grain and Sour, statisticians, market reporters, the 
staff of the exchange, and the necessary clerical and stenographic 
corps. 
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The committeea are of several kinds. They include committeeB 
devoted to the particular interests of the flour, grfdn, hay, fruit, 
produce, provisions and other trades; the trustees of the real estate; 
managers of the gratuity fund; committees which give atten- 
tion particularly to the commercial interests, such as transporta^ 
tion, fuel supply, retail trade; others which consider sociological 
subjects, such as wage earners' insurance, prevention of disease 
and accidents, education; and still others on the more intimate 
work of the Chamber, such as membership, ■ library, affiliated 
- associations, etc. In all cases our committees are what might be 
called "originating committees." They are expected not to wait 
for things to be referred to them, but to work out th^r own program. 

Committee Reports and Action 

One of the fundamental principles which the foundei^ of the new 
Chamber had in mind was that the committees of the new body 
should not act hastily, and with insufficient information, but only 
after a matter had been thoroughly considered and the fullest in- 
formation possible obtained. It was therefore stipulated that no 
committee should be permitted to commit the Chamber to any 
statement or policy or recommendation unless it had been author^ 
iied to do 80 by the Executive Committee, the Board of Directors, 
or the members themselves. All committees are accordingly 
required to submit to the Executive Committee reports containing 
not only their recommendationa, but the reasons for those recom- 
mendations. The Executive Committee, made up of members 
of the Board of Directors, either approves or disapproves the rec- 
ommendations submitted. It, in turn, reports all action taken 
by it to the Directors; and at the monthly and annual meetings of 
the Chamber the more important and far-reaching questions are 
submitted by the Directors to the members for discussion and 
action. 

This method marks in two important respects a radical departure 
from the practice of most organizations of a similar character 
whose committees can, and frequently do, commit their organiea- 
tions to policies without consulting either the Directors or the 
members, and whose members are rarely given an opportunity to 
decide what action their organizations should take. 
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Your Directors realize the importance and value of obtaining 
an expression of opinion on the part of the membera of the Chaml>er 
on as many of the matters acted upon by it as is possible. It is 
obviously impossible to submit all matters to the members, and 
our members would not wish to be called together to express an 
opinion upon many of the less important matters which come be- 
fore the Executive Committee and the Directors. Your Directors 
are, however, determined to consult the members in reference to 
all matters involving fundamental policies, and such other ques- 
ti6ns as the majority of the members desire to have brought before 
them, for that thorough consideration which is necessary to arrive 
at an intelligent and influential expression of opinion. 

Tranaportallon 

One of the first needs recognized by the reorganized Chamber 
and Merchants Association was a well-equipped Transpoitation 
Department to stand between the shipper and the carrier, and to 
give New England what it so sorely needed — expert advice on 
transportation problems. In view of the impending development 
of the great New England railroads this need was particularly 
acute. On May 1st this department was established, with an 
experienced railroad man of high standing at its head. 

The principal accomplishments of the Transportation Depart- 
ment, which it will be noted are very important to New England 
and cover quite a wide scope, are as follows: 

Direct steamer to Galveston, which enables the New England 
shipper to avoid the objectionable transfer at New York City 
and paves the way for a consequent reduction to the New York 
figures in the rates from Boston proper. 

Direct steamship service to Mediterranean, Dutch and Cuban 
ports, and other foreign and coastwise lines in prospect. 

Fast passenger train service between Boston and Chicago and 
St. Louis, making it possible to save a business day in the round 
trip from Boston to either of those cities, and effecting a- corre- 
sponding saving in time to and from the West and Southwest. 

A change in schedule between New York and Boston, giving 
additional fast train and hours more convenient to business men 
of those cities. 
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A reduction in the rates on imported commodities, putting 
Boston on the same basis as Bouthern ports, a substantial victory 
of great value. 

Secured the regular import rate for Boston shippers unar 
ble to use railroad bonded stores. 

Prevented a concerted move to deprive New England of its 
domestic differential rates via longer routes. 

In co-operation with other New England organizationB, has 
vigorously opposed the proposed increase in rates to Spokane and 
other western points. 

Is now supporting the Interstate Commerce Commission before 
the Supreme Court of the United States in upholding its decision 
in the Missouri River Case. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has been prevailed upon 
to postpone and give further hearings on their proposed ruling 
prohibiting the shipment of mixed carloads of grain and grain 
products in connection with transit arrangements, upon which 
the milling industry of New England is entirely dependent. 

The shippers of New England were united in an emphatic pro- 
test against the proposed uniform code of demurrage rules, 
which would materially reduce the free time allowance for loading 
and unloading freight cars. 

iiuproveiDent In Local Frel^bl Hniulllnri and Service 

The serious problem of drayage and congestion in narrow streets 
and on the docks and at freight houses is now being studied, sep&< 
rately and also in connection with the general subject of terminal 
improvements, which is b^ore the MetropoUtan Improvements 
Committee. 

Many matters of relatively less importance, but actually of deep 
concern to special trades or individuals, have been dealt with 
satisfactorily, and this department is actively co-operating with 
the shippers on classification matters and rate changes which 
affect the New England shipper. 

Serious attention is being given to a plan whereby the settle- 
ment of rmlroad claims will be expedited, and the department 
is working with other representative organizations throughout 
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the country in bringing about changes which will m&terially lessen 
the differences arising between shippers and the carriers. 

iDdDslrlal AcllvltlcB 

The need of persistent endeavor to increase the activities of the 
city is fully recognized. The problem is one not easy of solution, 
because the interests of investors have to be safeguarded while 
those of the proposed enterprise are being promoted. Substantial 
progress, however, is being made in thb direction, and during the 
coming year tangible results will undoubtedly be manifested. 

Maritime Affairs 

The War Department having proposed to require the Boston 
and Maine bridges over the Charles River to be raised to a height 
of 23 feet above mean high water, the Maritime Committee 
investigated the situation exhaustively, and recommended that 
the bridges be rebuilt, reduced in number and so placed as to 
conform with a comprehensive plan of development. 

The United States Government, at the request of the Chamber, 
has agreed to make a resurvey of the Central American and 
Mexican coasts, and th^ Chamber is informed that its efforts to 
obtain for the steamship interests representation at hearings in 
reference to the regulations for Federal steamboat inspection 
will probably meet with success. 

A petition for a permanent fund for the removal of obstruc- 
tions to navigation has been made, as has also a recommenda- 
tion for the dredging of a channel in Nantucket Sound. The 
erection of a dry dock has been repeatedly favored, and the 
endeavor to secure a public landing at Northern Avenue 
continued. 

An attempt is being made to induce the government to change 
the site which they have selected for the immigrant station to 
one which will conform with a comprehensive plan for the 
development of the East Boston waterfront. 

Pro^reaa of Harbor Improvement 

The new 35-foot channel through President Roads and Broad 
Sound to the sea, is progressing more rapidly than last year, under 
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the direction of the United Statee eogineera. The channel is to be 
1,200 feet wide to President Roads, and 1,500 feet wide from there 
to the sea. It is being built under continuing contracta, at an 
estimated expenditure of $1,100,000 per annum. The time orig- 
inally set for completion was December 31st, 1911. While not all 
of the upper channel has yet been accepted by the government 
engineers, the dredging required under the contracts made in 
1903 has practically been completed, and there is available for the 
use of pilots a channel 35 feet deep and practically five hundred 
feet in width from the city docks to the sea. The work that 
remains to be done in Broad Sound to complete the 1903 con- 
tracts, is only the removal of some minor shoals which last 
years' operations have not removed. 

The further work necessary for the completion of the channel is 
the removal of ledges which the contractors expect to find 
throughout the upper channel, and the gradual widening of the 
channel previously dredged. This is being done under the later 
contracts, made in 1907, after Congress granted authority for the 
completion of the channel. ' 

Better progress has been made during the year, and the degree 
of progress required by the contracts has nearly been attained. 

Marine News 

The marine department gathers and disseminates marine news 
from all parts of the world. Stations are maintained at Hull, 
at Highland Light, and at the entrance to the harbor. Observers 
are also stationed at Chatham and Nobska. The former stations 
report vessels passing in and out half-hourly throughout the day. 
The latter stations wire to the marine department reports of 
shipping passing those points, and owners, agents and others 
interested are immediately notified of the whereabouts of vessels. 

Incoming steamers are signalled several hours before they 
arrive and persons interested are informed of the probable time 
of docking. Arrivals, clearances and sailings are recorded, and 
the manifest^ of incoming steamers entered on the books for 
reference. Bulletins are sent out to subscribers throughout the 
day, chronicling these reports. Compilation is also made of in- 
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formation about disasters and other matters relative to shipping, 
which is of interest to underwriters and the shipping community 
at large. 

Cnstoni Honae 

The problem of years-^the building of a new custom house — was 
settled early in 1909 in a most satisfactory manner. The approval 
of the business interests and of the Treasury Department was ob- 
tained for a magnificent sixteen-story structure to be erected on the 
site occupied by the present custom house. More acceptable still, 
an increase in the federal appropriation to $1,800,000 was brought 
about. Boston is assured of a building which will be adequate 
for years to come, and which by its height and beauty of design 
will be in future the landmark of the city. 

Pnbllc UUlltlcB 

The Chamber played an active part in the general protest aguust 
the action taken by the telegraph companies last June in char^g 
the sender of intra-state messages at the rate of one word for each 
figure for sending the "time filed," as required by a new law. The 
Chamber was represented at the hearing at the State House and 
the legislature speedily amended the law so as to prevent the 
unjustifiable charge. 

Another telegraph matter which 'was given judicial attention 
was the increase which the companies put into effect all over the 
country, December 1, in the price for sending certain code messages 
made up of non-dictionary words. During the investigation by 
the Chamber the companies modified their proposed rules. The 
increase provided for in the revised rules seemed justified and the 
Chamber took no further action. 

Perhaps the most important and far-reaching questions con- 
sidered by the Public Utilities Committee have been the" Ele- 
vated Holding Bill" and the Elevated- West End consolidation. 

One of the monthly meetings of the Chamber was given up ' 
entirely to the discussion of the former subject, which involves 
(pving the Boston Elevated Railway Company authority to hold 
the stock of connecting street railwayB, and which therefore will 
have a bearing on the fareproblemof the future. Since themeeting 
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the PubEc Utilities Committee and the Directors have given care- 
ful consideration to the bills as proposed by the company and by 
the Public Franchise League, and hope to arrive at a conclusion 
which will clarify the situation. 

The West End consolidation has been the subject of much 
consideration by the Chamber and the Merchants Association, 
both of which have several times emphasized their belief that a 
consolidation of the two roads is highly desirable, and will welcome 
the time when the settlement is brought about upon a basis fair 
to the public and to the stockholders in the two companies. 

The vexed problem of the location of the Boston terminal of the 
Cambridge subway was before the Public Utihties Committee, 
but the decision of the Supreme Court not to grant an injunction 
against the construction of the terminal at Park Street made 
action unnecessary. 



Metropolitan Improve! 

The report of the Metropolitan Improvements Commission, sub- 
mitted in the spring, presented so complex and varied a collection 
of projects, and one so vital to the future development of Boston, 
that the Chamber thought it best to appoint to consider them a 
special committee composed of the chairman of, or members of, 
each of the following interested committees: Transportation, Pub- 
lic Utilities, City Planning, Municipal and Metropolitan, and Mari- 
time Affairs. 

This committee is meeting weekly and with the advice of the 
manager of the Transportation Department, giving consideration 
to the report and to allied problems of the development of the 
metropolitan district. 

One which has already been reported upon is the relocation of 
the famous T-Wharf fishing industry. The utter inadequacy 
of the present accommodation of this industry which handles 
annually $6,000,000 worth of product, and which has an invest- 
ment in vessels of over $3,000,000, became apparent, and the 
waterfront was scoured for a suitable dock to which to remove, 
and on ^^ch proper administration buildings as well as facihties 
for handling could be developed. The Chamber finally recom- 
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mended that Commoawealtli Pier, built by the State, and idle 
for years past, be turned oyer for the purpose, the fish dealere 
having raised $500,000 for a new building. The Chamber also 
recommended that consideration be given to the advisability of 
the State beginning at once the construction of another pier just 
north of the present pier, in order to meet a probable demand 
in the near future. It is believed that the adequate develop- 
ment of our waterfront is rapidly approaching. 

City Plan 

A committee on city planning has been appointed. The com- 
paratively brief period since its appointment has prevented the 
submission of any broadly comprehensive plan. 

The only matter upon which it has thus far reported is the pro- 
posed extension of Arlington Street across the Park Square property 
to Castle Square. This desirable public improvement, a wide 
thoroughfare &om the Charles River to Castle Square, the first 
step in the development of the long unused Park Square prop- 
erty, is favored by the Chamber in case it can be done on terms 
that will not throw too large a burden of expense upon the city. 
Further progrees in the solution of this problem will be carefully 
watched by this committee with a view to safeguarding the public 
interests. 

Reports on Steam Coal 

The publication in November of the report on the buying and 
handling of steam coal marked the completion of one year's work 
of the Committee on Fuel Supply. The commendation which has 
greeted the report is highly gratifying to the Chamber. It has 
resulted in bringing to the attention, not only of New Englanders, 
but to persons in different parts of the country, the valuable 
work which the Chamber is accomplishing. It is also bringing 
about a better mutual understanding between the coal merchant 
and the consumer, is assisting the consumers to a more intelligent 
selection of their coal and is suggesting economies in the handling 
of fuel. The rate maps have pointed out many inconsistencies 
which exist in the coal rates to interior points and it is hoped 
that an equitable adjustment of the rates will be secured. The 
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committee estimates that these economies will result in a great 
saving to the steam coal consumers of New England. 

Be^nloMon of Smok« 

The present agitation for a more adequate law for the abatement 
of the smoke nuisance has led the committee on Fuel Supply to 
undertake an investigation of this problem. Realizing that many 
of the bills which have been presented to the Legislature in previous 
years have failed to receive serious consideration because of 
thdr impracticability, the committee has spent much time in 
preparing a bill which will materially abate the smoke and yet 
not work undue hardship on any concern. The committee has 
investigated what has been accomplished in other cities where 
stringent laws are on the statute books, and has also consulted 
the principal users of steam coal in the city. As the result of 
these various investigations, it has formulated a bill which it con- 
siders will reduce the emission of smoke to the lowest practicable 
minimum. The committee has already filed a skeleton bill with 
the legislature and will present its final bill within a short time. 

Trade Extension 

Two events of the year, one before and one after the consolida- 
tion, afforded the members an opportunity for increased acquaint- 
anceship, and were of value in extending the reputation of Boston 
as a live commercial city. These were the trips conducted by 
the Trade Extension Committee; one through northeastern New 
England, in May; theother to Chicago, in December. More than 
125 members took part in each trip. On the first, stops were 
made at many cities on route; on the second, only Chicago was 
visited. On both, by speeches and personal contact, the advan- 
tages of closer business relationship between Boston men and 
the men of the other cities concerned was emphasized, and that 
relationship was undoubtedly established. Judicious "following 
up" of the advantages thus gained will undoubtedly result in 
increasing trade. 

The Chicago Association of Commerce, the leading organiza- 
tion of that Western metropolis, has already accepted an informal 
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invitation from the Boston Chamber of Commerce for a return 
visit to Boston next summer. In the near future a formal invita- 
tion will be extended and plans adopted for returning in some 
measure the hospitality so graciously extended to our delegation 
by the Chicago Association. 

A tour of the harbor jointly conducted by the Trade Extension 
and Maritime Committees during the summer brought clearly 
to the attention of our members, as well as to that of influential 
members of Congress, the possibilitira of this port. 

Examlnailon of Chinese TrAvellera 

The Chamber strongly protested -against the proposal of the 
Commissioner General of Immigration to put an end to the 
present examination of Chinese merchants, travellers, students, 
and other Chinese, at the Canadian border, and to substitute an 
examination to be held at Vancouver. Such a transfer would 
opCTate to the injury of New England's trade with China. New 
England depends upon the transportation routes through Canada 
as furnishing an important gateway for exports and imports. 
If Chinese merchants and travellers are debarred from applying 
at ports on the northeastern border for admission, it ia evident that 
sooner or later the merchandise which our manufacturers sre 
now selling to Chinese merchants, and the very much greater 
amount which under favorable conditions they may be able to sell 
in future, would seek other ports of exit and be purchased in the 
ports of the United States which are in proximity to those ports. 

Strong repr^entationa have been made at Washington, and it 
is hoped that an equitable and satisfactory adjustment will be 
reached. 

The Tariff Board 

The Chamber favored the establishment of an expert Tariff 
Board, believing that future tariff revision should be based on a 
thorough and scientific investigation of business and trade con- 
ditions. A delegate to the National Tariff Commission Associa- 
tion, which strongly urged the establishment of the Tariff Board, 
was appointed by the Chamber, and our delegate, Mr, John Candler 
Cobb, has since become the president of that Association. Aspecial 
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committee was also appointed to obtain information for the Tariff 
Board, with particular reference to the application of the maximum 
and minimum schedules. 

TuBtlon 

A matter of great importance, and one which has received a 
great deal of study by the Chamber's committee on taxation, 
is the proposed change in the State constitution permitting the 
classification of property for taxation. 

After careful investigation of State and local taxation, and 
after taking the advice of eminent counsel, the Merchants Aa- 
sociation's committee on taxation became convinced that it weis 
impossible to make an equitable law to encourage and develop the 
manufacturing and mercantile interests of the State, without 
amendment to the State constitution. It accordingly, with the 
consent and authority of the Merchants Association, proposed and 
presented to the le^lature an amendment for this purpose; and 
the amendment secured the necessary two-thirds vote in the house 
last year, and passed the Senate. A special commission appointed 
by last year's Legislature has reported adversely on it; but the 
amendment comes up again before the present Legislature with the 
support of the Massachusetts Forestry Association, the Manu- 
facturers and Merchants Committee on the Tax Laws, the State 
Board of Trade, and most commercial bodies and trade organiza- 
tions of the Commonwealth, together with the almost unanimous 
endorsement of the press of the State. 

The Corporation Tax 

Last summer, with the approval of the Board of Directors, 
the Taxation Committee went to Washington to oppose the 
national corporation tax. Though the measure was adopted, the 
efforts of the committee, joined with those of others interested, 
WCTe successful to the extent of having the rate reduced from 2% 
to 1% of the net income. Steps are now being taken by many cor- 
porations to test the constitutionality of this law. 

The corporation tax was adopted by Congress as a sort of 
makeshift substitute for a national income tax, and in connection 
with it a resolve for an income tax amendment (i. e., an amend- 
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ment to the Federal Coostitutioii giving Congress the power to 
levy a tax on incomes) was referred by Congress to the several 
states. The income tax amendment in its present form is 
opposed in a resolution reported by the Taxation Committee at 
the November meeting of the Chamber, and especially assigned for 
consideration at the annual meeting. 

A|[rlGiillnre 

The incorporation in the by-laws of a provision for a standing 
Committee on Agriculture was a significant development of the 
activities of the Chamber. The result of that action, and of the 
appointment of the committee, has been a remarkable revival of 
interest in agriculture. This should mean * greatly increased 
prosperity to the farming industry in New England, with conse- 
quent benefits to her commercial interests. 

On the occasion of the holding in Boston of the New England 
Fruit Show last fall, the Chamber took advantage of the presence 
in the city of fruit growers from all parts of New England to 
impress upon them the interest of the organization in the devel- 
opment of commercial orcharding. 

Hundreds of the farmers and fruit growers present at the Fruit 
Show were entertained. Live speakers drove home the facts 
about New England's possibilities for fruit culture, and a vigorous 
report prepared and presented by the committee on agriculture 
was distributed widely throughout New England. Every news- 
paper and farming magazine in New England received a copy of 
the report, which thus secured the widest possible publicity and 
stimulated an unprecedented interest. Since that time an unu- 
sual number of orchards have been started throughout New 
England, many of them by stock companies which intend to 
develop the now abandoned farms. 

The next step is the encouragement of the New England iaxmet 
to raise his own com. It is believed that a large part of the 
money now sent out of New England for cattle food-stuEb could 
be retained here by producing them on our own farms. A move- 
ment similar to that of the Fruit Show, but on a far greater scale, 
has been instituted. It is planned to hold a com and vegetable 
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show in GoanectioD with which a vigorous compaign of education 
will be conducted. In this movement the Chamber will heartily 
concur. 

The Committee on Agriculture has made other plans which it 
feels promise much for the prosperity of New England. The 
next census will undoubtedly show a considerable increase in 
the production of the New England farms, and the census follow- 
ing should i&T outstrip that record. 

The Foreata 

The Weeks Forest Reserve Bill, a bill for the establishment 
of national forest reserves through state co-operation, was 
strongly supported. This seemed to be the only way of saving 
the forests on the upper slopes of our mountain ranges — now 
rapidly being denuded. With the co-operation of commercial, 
organizations all over the country, with the active support of 
the New England congresameD, with the assistance of forestry 
associations and of engineers to whom the problem of water, 
both for power and navigation, is important, the bill passed 
the House last year — too late to be reached in the Senate. A 
similar bill comes before the present Congress and ia backed by 
the same forces. 

The Chamber has favored the acquiring of non-agricultural 
land by the State and cultivating forests upon them. The annual 
loss of a quarter of million of dollars, however, through forest 
fires, makes such acquisition in a large degree useless, unlesa 
adequate protection be afforded, and the appointment of a fire 
expert in the Forester's office is accordingly favored. 

Retell Trade 

To the end that the retail merchants of the city might work 
togethCT for the solution of problems which they have in common, 
relating to both their own prosperity, and the better interests of 
the shopping public, a subordinate organization has been formed 
known as the Retail Trade Board of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. It is composed entirely of members of the Chamber, 
has its own officers and governing board, and works under its own 
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by-laws, with the general approval of the Chamber's Board of 
Directors. It is appointing its own committees to deal with 
matters not covered by the standing and special committees of 
the Chamber. 

Leading up to the formation of this board, the former Retail 
Trade Committee, with a view to creating a spirit of co-operation, 
conducted two highly successful dinners at which notable speakers 
pointed the way. 

The Chamber of Commerce Journal 

The first issue of the Chamber of Commerce Journal appeared 
in October. It is the intention of the Publication Committee 
to provide a dignified vehicle not only for informing the members 
of what their committer and officers are doing, but also for 
legitimate pubhcity for Boston and New England. An attrac- 
tive cover design and illustrations add to the interest of the maga- 
zine. 

EdDoatlon 

Our Education Committee, and the business men who sup- 
ported it, deserve much credit for the promising readjustment of. 
the educational system of Massachusetts. Early in the year it 
became evident that the conflict of authority and duplication of 
effort by the State Board of Education and the Commission on In- 
dustrial Education would lead to an immediate inovement for a 
better plan. Realizing that it would be harmful to befog the issue 
by the consideration of half a dozen or more different bills which 
were contemplated by as many different parties, the committee 
succeeded in keeping these bills out of the Legislature, and in 
bringing the various parties to agreement in the bill which it 
drafted providing for a single State Board, with a Commissioner 
and two deputies, one at the head of industrial education, 
the other in charge of cultural education. The New York Com- 
missioner of Education and an eminent leader in industrial educa- 
tion in Ohio were brought to Boston to discuss the issues before 
a meeting of members. The bill was passed and the system is 
now in operation, with promise of excellent results. 
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The committee appeared at hearings in favor of the erection 
of a building for the High School of Commerce, to include all 
administrative offices for the school department, and also a build- 
ing for the High School of Practical Arts for Girls, but argued that 
the money should be raised by a loan within the debt Umit- 

The committee also supported an increase in the amount of the 
Boston tax levy to be devoted to the public schools by 10 cents 
on a thousand for the next year, but did not favor legislation in- 
creasing the amount further in future years, arguing that each 
increase should be decided upon as the time comes. 

The holding of an industrial educational exhibit in Boston at 
some future time for the two-fold purpose of stimulating industry 
in New England and of educating our young people to the pos- 
sibilities of high-grade manual labor, has been favored by the 
Chamber. 

A conference was held by the Committee on Education and 
other members with the boards of educational institutions in 
Massachusetts, for the purpose of discussing the interdependence 
of the educational, commercial and industrial interests. Two 
definite subjects were considered. The first of these was the possi- 
bility of establishing in Boston a commercial museum, showing 
the products of New England and of the countries and cities with 
which she does business, combined with an information bureau 
to aid in extending New England's foreign and domestic trade. 
The other was university extension, a great. work which is surely 
developing, and in which the Chamber will inevitably have great 
part, both as to responsibility and as to benefits. 

Wo^e Earnera' Inanraoce 

Throughout the year the Association and Chamber have worked 
earnestly to propagate the savings bank insurance system. They 
have striven to have banks open insurance departments, to induce 
employers to take agencies in their factories for their employees' 
bene&t, and to show the wage workers the advantage to them of 
this economic system of life insurance and annuities. The year's 
work has been satisfactory. Over $1,000,000 worth of insurance 
is now outstanding, held by 2,700 policy holders, but the most 
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substantial result has been the reduction of about 20% iu the 
premium rates of the reguliu- industrial companies, resulting in 
an annual saving of not less than one million dollars to Massacu- 
sette policy-holders. 

Prevention of DIaeaae and Accidents 

The importaoce and necessity of consideri&g disease and acci- 
dents from an economic point of view led your Board to appoint 
a Committee on the Prevention of Disease and Accidents. It has 
been pointed out that just as we do not wait until a horse or 
machine has broken down, so with human beings the only rational 
method is to prevent the breakdown, or in other words, to prevent 
the diseases and accidents, for it is less expensive in the long run, 
as well as more humane, to maintain efficiency than to make 
repairs or stand the loss. It has also been pointed out that the 
immense loss caused by disease and accidents is a direct charge 
on the community, and one for which it receives no compensation 
whatever. The committee is made up of professional and business 
men, and is steadily addressing itself to the problem of fitting 
existing agencies into a general plan of improving the health 
control. 

Trade Commltleea 

The various trade committees have charge of all matters per- 
taining to their respective trades. They formulate rules for the 
inspection, grading, weighing, or classification, as the case may 
require of the products which come under their jurisdiction, 
appoint inspectors and weighers, and hear cases of appeal from the 
decisions of their officials. They also take general cognizance of 
the state of business in thir respective trades and adopt such 
measures as may be advisable for the improvement of it. 

Grain Inspection 

Fracticatly all the grain that comes into the city is inspected 
by a corps of inspectors in the employ of the Chamber, and all 
export grain passing through our elevators does so under the 
BupravisioD of the Grain Inspection Department. 
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The distribution of grain and feed throughout New England is 
mainly controlled by our members on change at the ddly seasiona. 
This is made possible through the utilization of the unrivalled 
telegraph and telephone facilities of the Chamber. The grain 
and feed sold does not come into the city, but ia distributed by 
means of telegraphic orders, from holding points like Harlem River, 
Rotterdam Junction, Mechanicsville and others. All lines of rail- 
way into New England have one or more such holding points. At 
some of the more important of these points the Chamber main- 
tains an auxiliary grain inspection service. 

Trade Stallsllcs 

The compilation of statistics with reference to commodities 
dealt in in the Boston market, is one important branch of the 
work of the Chamber. Receipts of flour, gr^n, feed, dairy prod- 
ucts, provisions, fruits, vegetables, tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, 
coal, cotton, wool, leather, hides, sldi^, chemicals, lumber, and 
other staples, in all covering nearly one hundred separate com- 
modities — are reported daily, and also tabulated by months and 
years. The amount of these commodities exported is also tabu- 
lated, and at the end of every year tabW are prepared showing 
the total amount in value of various commodities imported and ex- 
ported at the port of Boston. Daily special reports are issued to the 
members of the dairy and &uit trades giving telegraphic reports 
from other trade centers as well as local conditions ; and an official 
market report is issued weekly, stating officially the prices of all 
the principal commodities dealt in in this market. Much of this 
information at the disposal of the members is not obtainable 



Arbltrailon 

A feature of the Chamber is the system of arbitration of dis- 
putes arising out of contract between members. Under the by- 
laws, membOTS are required tosubmit to the Committee on Arbitra- 
tion their differences, disputes or disagreements growing out of 
trade in merchandise. That committee then hears the evidence 
and makes awards, which are binding when not more than $500, 
and also when more than $500 in case both parties, previous to 
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the hearing, file agreements to abide by the decision. It is be- 
lieved that when the members generally understand the advan- 
tages of the quick and intelligent decisions rendered by the Com- 
mittee on Arbitration, this method of adjusting disputes will be 
very largely invoked. 

Preventive Influence 

A phase of the work of the Chamber which cannot be fully 
measured, but which is no less surely of the greatest benefit to 
the community, is its preventive influence. The pound of cure 
can be weighed; the ounce of prevention cannot. 

Many measures inimical to the interests of the people gtun a 
certain impetus before coming to the attention of the Chamber. 
Once discovered, they are frequently averted by the direct in- 
fluence of the organization. Obviously it would be unwise to 
make public the purposes of those who subsequently yield to the 
remonstrances of the Chamber; but without a doubt many thou- 
sands of dollars are annually saved to the city by the exercise of 
this function. 

Less direct, but equally effective, is the influence which the 
mere existence of the organization exerts. It is hard to estimate 
what questionable projects would be born or perpetuated but 
for the existence of a powerful organization determined to prevent 
the execution of such unworthy schemes. 

In the last analysis the work of the Chamber and its effective- 
ness depend on the good will and active interest of ita members. 
With over 3,600 members representing widely divergent fields of 
activity, there has been manifested an interest in the work of the 
Chamber and its committees that has been most encouraging to 
your directors. 

The reputation which the Chamber already bears in metropol- 
itan Boston— in fact, throughout New England — is largely due 
to its more than 3,600 publicity agents. Loyal support of its 
purposes and constant advocacy of further support from persons 
not yet identified with the movement have characterized the 
membership. Honest criticism has not been lacking — but almost 
invariably it has been constructive. 
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The initial difficulty of organization over, the Chamber 
should move forward more rapidly and effectively during the 
present year. In the credit and satisfaction that will follow, each 
member will share in proportion to the part which he performs 
in the work done by the largest commercial, industrial and civic 
organization in the United States.

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GENERAL REVIEW OF TRADE 

A year of reaction from the depression in general trade condi- 
tions, and a year of business triumphs in spite of the inevitable 
distiirbing influence of tariff revision, left the country at the open- 
ing of 1910 more optimistic than it was in January of 1909. 

The farmers experienced the most prosperous year of their his- 
tory, the leading industries showed great expansion, the building 
trades had an active year, securities in the stock market reached 
new records, and the railroads, which furnish a good index of 
general trade conditions, began to show signs of expending dur- 
ing the next few years large amounts of money for improvements 
and extensions. 

A matter of grave concern has been a steady increase in prices, 
which, while resulting in record crop values, both reduced the 
margin of profits, and laid heavy burdens upon the consumer. 
At the end of the year its nation-wide effect was shown in the 
rapid spread of agitation for lower prices and the demand for 
Federal, State and private investigations of the high cost of 
living. 

Without reference to the merits of the revision of the tariff, 
it may be said that that rude process, always so disturbing to 
the delicate economic balance of the nation, was effected with 
less detriment to industry and trade than might have been ex- 
pected. The uncertainty was over by the first of August, in 
time for the normal extension in business due to the fall trade. 
Securities then reached a record for the past two years, labor 
found more and better employment, and the number of idle 
freight cars was greatly reduced. 

The estimated total trade of the country was $3,226,000,000, 
an increase of 12.4 per cent over the estimated total trade of 
1908, and but $220,000,000 less than the record trade achieved 
in the year 1907. Business failures decreased by one-sixth over 
the year previous and the number of new enterprises set on foot 
established a new record.

The crops, while not in volume breaking the record of past 
years, showed an increase of 12,6 per cent in value over 1908. 
Purchases of railroads for improvements became heavier and 
promised greater expansion in the coming year, while the boom 
in the building trades was not only productive of considerable 
profit, but also indicated a generally increasing need for better 
facilities with which to do business. 

A confident belief that 1910 will be a highly prosperous year is 
held by ail those who have reviewed the conditions. The busi- 
ness revival should during the year become complete and the last 
marks of the panic of 1907 be swept away in the tide of agricul- 
tural, industrial and commercial advance.

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The foreign commerce of the country shows an increase of 
$334,532,923. The total trade has never been exceeded except 
in the record year of 1907 and another increase in 1910 like last 
year's would break all past records. The exports fell off slightly, 
while the imports increased nearly $360,000,000; but the excess 
of exports over imports is still maintained, $252,000,000 worth 
more goods having been shipped abroad than were brought into 
the country. 

BOSTON THE THIRD PORT OF THE COUNTRY 

A year ago the figures showed that Boston had dropped from 
second place among the ports of the country to fourth. During 
the twelve monthe past she has climbed back into third place. 
New York and New Orleans still show greater totals, although 
Boston, having passed Galveston bj- over $14,000,000, nearly 
overtook New Orleans, the margin of the southern port being 
less th»i half a million dollars. 

Boston's progress was due to the remarkable growth of her 
import trade, the increase of 42.5 per cent over 1908 being the 
greatest shown by any port in the country. It was also due in 
some measure to the falling off at Galveston, which was the only 
port to show a decrease in imports. 

Exports continued to fall off here, as they did at every port. 
Both Philadelphia and Puget Sound showed a greater percentage 
of decrease than Boston, The following table shows the foreign 
commerce of the principal ports of the United States in 1908

The only decreases in our imports were in sugar, $956,627. 
cotton manufactures, $48,664; fish, »50,947, and wood, $743,712; 
The imports of wood, which have been steadily decreasing since 
1906, dwindled to only about one-sixth of what they were in 
that year. 

The greatest increase in imports was in wool, which in 1908 
showed the heaviest falling off, but which last year recuperated 
strongly to the amount of $19,412,126. Hides and skins showed 
an increase of nearly seven millions; cotton, over one million 
and a half; wood majiufactures, over one million; chemicals, 
drugs and dyes, nearly two and one-half millions; iron and steel 
manufactures nearly three millions; india rubber and its manu- 
factures, over a half million. Small increases were shown in 
fibre and vegetable grasses, leather, leather manufactures, fruit 
and nuts, china and earthen ware.

The heaviest gains in exports were shown in cotton, the it 
being $1,615,056, and in paper and its manufactures, the increase 
being $788,054. Increases were also shown in leather manu- 
factures, agricultural implements, wood and rubber manufac- 
tures. 

The heaviest decrease in exports was in meat and dairy products 
— nearly eight millions. Decreases were also shown to the extent 
of two and one-half millions in breadstuffs, one million in 
leather, nearly one and one-half millions in animals, nearly two 
millions in iron and steel manufactures. 

The in-transit and trans-shipment trade passing through the 
port amounted to $35,749,683, as against $27,415,939 in 1908.

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With these additions, the total foreign trade passing through 
the port during 1909 was $235,718,231, against $200,891,456 in 
1908. 

The duties collected at the Custom House during the year 
1909 amounted to $30,596,386.73 and the miscellaneous receipts 
$357,919.12, making the total receipts during 1909 $30,954,305.85 
as compared with $22,561,793.06 in 1909. 

The internal revenue collections for the district of Massa- 
chusetts in 1909 amounted to $4,199,316.57 compared with 
$3,866,764.01 in 1908, an increase of $332,552.56. 

The receipts at the Boston Post OiRee for 1909, were $5,969,- 
643.28, a gain of nearly half a million over 1908, when they were 
$5,495,014.63. 

Foreign Shipping 

During 1909 there was an increase of 35 vessels in the total 
number of arrivals from foreign ports as compared with the pre- 
vious years, and the general conditions showed a marked improve- 
ment. The inauguration of a new steamship service to Cuba, and 
the entry of the Navigazione Generale Italiana line into the 
Boston-Mediterranean service, were among the most notable 
events of the year. The Deutsch-Australia line added a service 
between Australia and Boston, the iirst steamer leaving the 
antipodes in December. It was announced that monthly sailings 
would be maintained. Other steamship lines, attracted by the 
possibilities here, were negotiating for berthing facilities, and the 
Austro- Americana line, operating between the Mediterranean and 
New York, sent several steamers here. The trade with Oriental 
ports has shown a material growth during the year, and the lines 
from India and Ceylon and from South America have maintained 
regular sailings. 

The completion of the new Cunard pier at East Boston, and the 
opening of the new Boston & Albany transfer elevator was a great 
relief to the steamship lines, and did much to relieve the congestion 
which resulted from the destruction of the old B. & A. piers.

Coastwise Commerce 

Thefirst ninemonths of 1909 were marked by extreme depression 
in coastwise freights, but in October conditions improved and rates 
for tonnage advanced sharply. Early in October there was a 
brisk demand for schooners to move lumber and railroad ties from 
southern ports to northern cities. This created a scarcity of 
tonnage for other trades and rates on coal and other commodities 
advanced. On coal the rates from Baltimore to Boston advanced 
to $1 per ton, and improvement was noticed in every department 
of the coasting trade. 

Little new tonnage was added to the coastwise fleet during the 
year, the dullness in shipping the first part of the year seriously 
aSecting the business of the coast shipyards. The building and 
launching of the six-masted schooner Wyoming, the largest 
wooden saiUng vessel afloat, was the most important addition to 
the coastwise fleet. The Coastwise Transportation Company of 
Boston ordered two large steam colliers for the local carrying trade 
to this port. Their keel plates were laid in June, and the contract 
called for their delivery early in 1910. 

There was an increase of 345 vessels and 1,553,505 gross tons 
in the arrivals at Boston from southern ports, and 221 vessels and 
162,303 gross tons in the arrivals from eastern ports, a total in- 
crease of 566 vessels and 1,715,808 gross in comparison with the 
I year. 
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Tbans-Atlantic Passenoer Service 

There was an increase of 806 in the number of inward cabin 
passengers arriving and 15,544 increase in the steerage arrivals 
compared withl908. The total number of cabin passengers (both 
inward and outward), was slightly more, and the total in the 
steerage was a little over a thousand more than in 1908.

Flour 

The demand for flour during the year 1900 was the best for a 
number of years, especially during the closing months of the year, 
wheQ some of the heaviest sales on record in this market were 
consummated. In numerous instances sales were made for monthly 
delivery well into thenew year, and all spring wheat and most of the 
winter wheat millers' representatives in this market reported a tre- 
mendous increase in sales over previous years. Standard spring 
patents reached the high point of the year, $7.30 per barrel, in 
May, soft winter patents, $7.35 per barrel, in June, and Kansas 
hard wheat patent, $7.10 per barrel, in April and June. Flour 
receipts at Boston during the year were 1,916,156 barrels; the 
exports, 616,253 barrels. 

Whe.\t 

The value of the spring wheat crop in the United Sates during 
the year 1909 was $270,892,000, on an acreage of 18,393,000 and 
production of 290,823,000 busheb, as compared with $206,496,000, 
on an acreage of 17,208,000 and production of 226,694,000 bushels 
in 1908. Onanaereageof 28,330,000 and productionof 446,366,000 
bushels, the value of the winter wheat crop in 1909 was $459,- 
154,000, as compared with a producton of 437,908,000 bushels, 
on an acreage of 30,349,000 and value of $410,330,000 in 1908. 
The receipts of wheat at Boston during the year were 9,465,984 
bushels and the exports 9,394,970 bushels. 

Corn 

High pric^ prevailed in the market during the year, a range of 
19i cents covering the fluctuations in the local market. The year 
opened with steamer yellow quoted at 68J cents, per bushel, 
the market steadily advancing, until the high price of the year, 
87 cents, was reached during the month of May. The year closed 
with the market quoted at 72 cents per bushel. The receipts at 
Boston during the year were 2,948,486 bushels; the exports, 
2,067,014 bushels. The crop in the United States amounted to 
2,772,376,000 bushels, on an acreage of 108,771,000 and valued at 
$1,652,822,000. In 1908 the crop amounted to 2,668,651,000 
busheb on an acreage of 101,788,000 and valued at $1,616,145,000. 
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Oats 

No. 2 clipped white oats ranged from 45 cents to 68} cents 
per bushel during the year, the high point being reached in May, 
the low point in September, The receipts at Boston during the 
year were 4,217,979 bushels; the exports, 20,580 bughels. The 
oat crop of the United States in 1909 was 1,007,353,000 bushels, 
valued at $408,174,000, as compared with 807,156,000 bushels, 
valued at $381,171,000, in 1908. 

Butter 

Trade in butter during the year was not wholly satisfactory. 
Prices ranged higher, receipts were smaller and the consumption 
about one million pounds less than in the previous year. Values 
ruled fairly steady during the year, and distributors were enabled 
to secure a moderate margin of profit. In some instances, those 
who had secured stocks in the summer were able to dispose of 
their holdings at a very satisfactory price, but the bulk of the 
jobbers had a rather close year, althought there was no radical 
drop in prices. The consumption during the year amounted to 
65,939,692 pounds, a decrease of nearly 1,000,000 pounds. The 
stock in storage at the close of the year amounted to 8,030,740 
pounds, as compared with 8,960,328 the previous year. The 
receipts at Boston during the year were 65,054,154 pounds, aa 
compared with 69,843,187 in 1908. The exports in 1909 amounted 
to only 44,050 pounds. 



The cheese trade was satisfactory to the limited number of re- 
ceivers and those who secured stocks of full creams during the 
flush season were enabled to aell at good profits. Prices ruled on a 
higher basis than the previous year, and after the opening there 
was a steady tendency in favor of sellers. The year closed with 
smaller stocks than the previous year. Choice new full cream 
opened at 12f cents, or 1 j cents higher than the previous year, 
prices gradually advancing to the top price for the year, 17 cents, 
quoted at the close. The receipts at Boston during 1909 were 
188,710 boxes local and 15,570 boxes billed for exports. 
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Eggs 

Receipts were about the same as the previous year, with prices 
well-maintained and trade satisfactory. The supply of strictly 
choice fresh gathered became short before the close of the year and 
higher prices than usual were obtained. This, however, did not 
enable holders of refrigerator stocks to dispose of the same at 
any profit until just before the close of the year, when light receipts 
of fresh caused prices of held goods to advance. The stock 
carried overto the present year was larger than the year previous. 
The receipts at Boston in 1909 w^re 1,417,397 cases, as compared 
with 1,436,786 eases in 1908. 

Beans 

The trade in beans during the year 1909 was fairly satisfactory. 
Prices of domestic were held up well during the summer and fall 
and would have ruled higher, were it not for the liberal suppUes 
of foreign beans offered on the market, a httle more than half 
the total receipts for the year, or 272,682 bushels, being the foreign 
product. The total receipts of beans during the year were 
534,863 bushels. 



The packing houses in the vicinity of Boston reported sales 
of pork products locally during the year 1 909 to be about the same 
as the previous year. Prices continued to advance throughout 
the year. On Jan. 1, 1908, local packers paid in Chicago for hogs, 
live weight, $4.60 per cwt.; on Jan. 1, 1909, $6.15, and on Jan. 1, 
1910, $8.55, showing nearly lOOper cent increase in the price in 
two years with the year 1910 promising still higher prices. The 
number of hogs killed in 1909 was 1,279,367 against 1,431,442 
for the year 1908: — a decrease of 162,075. The export trade 
showed a considerable falling off from the previous year. For the 
last several years there has been a continued decrease in the 
export trade from the local packing houses and a greater per- 
centage of their product consumed in New England. 
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Wool 

The wool trade reported a good year during 1909, the domestic 
clip being of excellent quality and most of it bought at moderate 
prices. The bulli of the wool was moved early and at remuilera- 
tive prices, and in general conditions favored the seller. Some of 
the wools were not profitable, notably Ohio delaines and fine wools, 
but the profit made in the early contracts in territory were suffi- 
cient to carry the year through to an unusual succeas. The 
feature of the early part of the year was the unusual amount of 
wool secured in the west under contract. There probably has 
never been a year when so large a portion of the territory wool was 
under contract as in 1909, and it is estimated that fully 150,000,000 
pounds territory wool had been sold in this market from the new 
clip by August 1. The quarter-blood wools did not move freely 
until about the middle of September, when there was a large 
demand. In delaine fleeces, owing to the differences between 
buyers and sellers, there was not any good movement until the 
first week in September. A factor of great assistance in the disposal 
of the domestic clip was the firmness, not only in London, but in 
the primary markets in Australia and South America. The 
receipts of wool in Boston during the year were 247,463,739 
pounds domestic and 149,487,123 pounds foreign; the shipments, 
263,810,867 pounds. 

Ltjmbeh 

In the spruce lumber market, business conditions were satisfac- 
tory, there being a gooddcmand at fair prices. The retail yards, aa a 
whole, were busy and trade conditions satisfactory. A fairly 
prosperous year was noted in the hard pine lumber market, prices 
being steady for large and long lumber, although some plank 
contracts were taken early at low prices. Short lumber was active 
with clapboards scarce and high. White cedar shingles were 
steady but the market was affected by large offerings of red cedar 
shingles from the Pacific coast.

OP THE 

BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



RnLB I. 

The rooms of the Chajober shall be 
opened at eight o'clock A. M. and shall be 
closed at five o'clock P.M., except on Sun- 
daya and bolidaye; provided, however, 
that on Saturdays the rooms shall be 
closed at one thirty o'clock P. M. 
Rule II. 

The sample tables shall be subject to a 
rental of ten dollars per year for each sam- 
ple drawer and the space over the same, 
the choice to be sold at auction durfiig the 
month of December in each year, under the 
direction of the Committee on Rooms. 
RULB III, 

All loud or boisterous conversation, the 
throwing of any articles, or other disor- 
deriy conduct, in the exchange rooms 
are strictly forbidden; and any member, 
who shall violate this rule shall be deemed 
guilty of misconduct, and shall be fined 
five dollars for each offence. 

RtTM IV. 

The circulation, in the rooms of the 
Chamber, of any petition to a member 
requesting the use of his name as a can- 
didate for office in tlie Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, is forbidden.

Countiy shipmentB, or 
shipment without either of these certifi- 
cates, but accompanied by sworn certifi- 
cate of weight, or duly authorized weigh- 
master's certificate, shall be guaranteed 
within one per ceot. All shipments un- 
accompanied by proper certificates of 
weights shall be settled on outturn 
weights, unless the seller funusb such 
certificates within t«n days after they 
are called for. 

Role V. — Shortaqeb. 

All claims for shortage must be made 

within tea days after arrival at point of 

destination, accompanied by a duly sworn 
certificate of outturn weight, paid freight 
bill and cancelled bill of lading, or copy 
of same. 

Rule VI. — Non-ixtlfillmbnt of Con- 

TKACTB AS ReQARDB TiME OF ShIP- 

Clause 1. 

' In case gr^ or feed is not shipped 
within contract time, or when invoices 
have not been delivered as provided in Rule 
2, the buyer may either notify the seller 
that the contract is cancelled, or, after 
giving twenty-four hours' written notice 
of his intention, he may proceed, on the 
next business day thereafter, as provided 
in clause 2 of this rule. 

The seller, when in default on a con- 
tn>ct,shall have the right to demand, upon 
his written request, that the buyer shall 
notify him within twenty-four hours (Sun- 
days and holidays excluded), whether he, 
the buyer, cancels the contract, or will 
proceed at once under clause 2 of this 
rule. 



The seller shall have the right, subject 
to Rule XI, to fulfill the contract by the 
tender, before the expiration of said twen- 
ty-four hours of an invoice for grain or 
feed of the contract grade shipped within 
the contract time and via the contract 
route. When the coi|tract shipping direc- 
tions indicate a billing given for the pur- 
pose of stopping goods in transit at a hold- 
ing point, the seller shall have the right 
to tender grain or feed otherwise in accord- 
ance with the contract and properly billed 
to stop at the holding point indicated by 
the original billing, even though not 
billed to the "rLotify" or to the terminal 
point specified in the original shipping 
directions; but in such case, the buyer if 
he so elects, may demand that the presen- 
tation of the bill of lading for payment 
be deferred until the actual arrival at said 
holding point. 

When the contract shipping directions 
indicate that the destination given is the 
final one (such information to be given by 
the buyer when requested) then the buyer 
shall accept a bill of lading of the contract 
grade, time of shipment and route, pro- 
vided it contains an indorsement by the 
proper railroad official, showing change of 
destination and of "notify" to the original 
contract billing point and consignee, but 
in such case the seller shall be completely 
lesponuble to the buyer for the change of 
destination noted on the bill of lading. 

Clause 2. 

In case.tbe buyer has notified the seller 
of his intention to buy in for the seller's 
account and does not receive invoices as 
provided in Clause 1 of this rule within 
said twenty-four hours, he shall then 

(a) Buy tor the account of the seller 
such grain or feed as near as possible in 
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acoordance with the ooatract oa Kghxde 
the qu&litf , the time of ahipmeat and the 
routing, notif3nng the seller promptly of 
said purchase, or 

(h) Notify the seller in writing of his 
intention of charging the seller with the 
difference between Ihe contract price and 
a fair market value for grain or feed of the 
contract quaUty and routing, such fiur 
market value to be taken upon the day 
when said twenty-foiu' hours' notice ex- 
pires. In so notifying the seller he shall 
name the difference claimed by him. In 
case of objection by the seller to the 
amount of difference claimed, it is recom- 
mended that three arbitrators be chosen 
at once after the usual manner for an in- 
formal arbitration and that they pass upon 
this question of the difference claimed and 
that their decision be accepted by the 
buyer and seller; but their dectsion shall 
not be final in case either the buyer or 
seller desires the difference to be fixed and 
decided by the Committee on Arbitration. 

Rule VII. — Non-fulfillmbnt of Con- 
tract AS Rboabds QvALmr ob Con- 



lowing rules: 

1. Seller shall be notified promptly, 
and be given an opportunity to order in- 
spection, if so desired by him. 

2. Seller must state his intention re- 
garding inspection, and regarding dispo- 
sition or handling of the car promptly 
after notice is given turn by the buyer. 

3. In case the car is taken by the buyer 
at an agreed discount, euch discount shall 
be determined by a fair market value of a 
like quantity of the contract grain or 
feed, similarly situated, less the agreed 
value of the grain or feed, which does not 



fulfill the contract, without regard to the 
original contract price. 

4. In case the seller cannot replace 
the car to the satisfaction of the buyer, 
or in ease the buyer or seller cannot agree 
upon a discount, or in case the seller does 
not promptly give instructions as to the 
disposition or handling of the car, then 
ths buyer shall proceed to handle for the 
account of whom it may thereafter con- 
oern; final settlement to be determined 
by the difference between 

(a) a fair market value of a like quan- 
tity of the contract grade simi- 
larly situated, taken upon the 
day on which the carthat does not 
fulfill the contract is resold and 

(b) the net price at which the grain 
or feed which does not fulfill 
contract is resold. This net price 
shall be determined by deduct- 
ing all necessary expenses in- 
curred in the inspection, hand- 
ling and reselling of the car, also 
demurrage and extra freight, 
when they are necessarily in- 
curred. When the buyer finds 
it necessary to dispose of the car 
to a new purchaser, he shall be 
entitled to a commission of one 
cent per bushel on grain, and fifty 
cents per ton on feed, but be 
shall not be entitled to this conn 
mission in case said new pur- 
chaser is found by the seller. 

Rule VIII. — Grain in Transit. 
On grain or feed bought as "in tran- 
sit ' ot, as "already ordered out" where 
the contract calls for buyer's control at 
holding point, the seller shall (unless the 
bill of lading reads "notify' the buyer) 
notify the buyer, of such arrival at hold- 
ing point with reasonable promptness on 
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receipt of such railroad notice as will en- 
able seller to identify car. The demur- 
rage occadoned b^ any delay in notifica- 
tion after the arrival of the car ahall be 
borne by the seller. He also shall be re- 
aponaiUe to the buyer for the stopping 
of the car for change in destination at the 
holding point indicated in the contract. 
In case any car passes said holding point 
without the buyer having had a chance to 
change the destination, tlie car shall be 
handled by the buyer and settlement shall 
be made upon the basis indicated in Rule 
VTI. The seller shall be also similarly 
responsible to the buyer in case be has 
delivered a bill of lading with a cliange of 
destination endorsed thereon, and tlie car 
by reason of imy error on the part of the 
railroad or of the seller arrives at some 
other station than the destination called 
for by said endorsement. The seller 
shall have the right, however, to move the ' 
car to proper destination at his expense. 
RnLB IX. — Holding in Transit. 

Grain or feed, on which the arrival con- 
dition is guaranteed by the seller and 
which is held in transit for cliange of des- 
tination, must be ordered from junction 
point by the buyer on the following busi- 
ness day after the receipt of proper notice 
of arrival from aaid junction point. 

On grain or feed sold on track at recog- 
nised eastern holding points, of which the 
arrival condition is guaranteed by the 
seller, should the buyer have same stopped 
at another holding place between point 
of sale and final destination, such holding 
place shall be considered as final destina- 
tion so far as concerns the seller's guaran- 
tee of condition. 

Rule X. — Transfer Dklat. 

The term "subject to transfer delay" 
shall be oonstrued to mean delay in trans- 



ferring from western to eastern cars. It 
shall not be oonstrued to cover delay in 
loading out of elevators. 

When grain is sold "subject to transfer 
delay" the buyer shall be entitled to re- 
inspection certifiodtea when transferred 

RTn.K XI. TlUIDBB OF DOCOHBNTB. 

In case the seller derares information 
before tendering a bill of lading, as to 
whether or not a specified variation from 
the contract will be accepted by the buyer, 
such infoonation shall be given to him by 
the buyer as early as the next burin esB day. 

When the seller lias invoiced a car to 
apply on contract and has tendered bill 
of lading for such car, and said bill of lad- 
ing has Iwen refused by the buyer because 
it does not fulfill the contract, tlie buyer 
sliaU liave the right if he so elects, to 
refuse tender of documents for another 
car to take its place, unleas the bill of lad- 
ing first tendered was manifestly not in- 
tended to apply on contract. 

The seller shall have the right, however, 
(subject to the provisiona of Rule II) to 
make a second tender of properly cor- 
rected documents for the same cor, in case 
of errors in the papers originally ten- 
dered. 

ROLB XII.— Tbbms. 

The term "seller" as used in the various 
rules in Section 2, covering "Sales for ship- 
ment" shall be construed to mean the 
broker, agent or representative who has 
made the sale, equally with the principal 
in the transaction, as regards the receipt 
of sliipping directions, or the receipt or 
giving of notices. 

The term "twenty-tour hours" as used 
in Rule I and Rule VI shall be construed 
to mean twenty-four hours not including 
Sundajm or legal holidays.

— Shall be sound and 
well cleaned, and shall contain not less 
than fifty per cent, of the hard varieties 
of Spring Wheat, and weigh not less than 
fifty-seven pounds to the measured bushel. 

— Shall be sound, rea- 
sonably clean, and of good milhng quality, 
and weigh not less than fifty-six pounds 
to the measured bushel.

— Shall be sound, pdump, 
and well cleaned. 

No. 2 Spring. — Shall be sound, reason- 
ably clean, and of good milling quahty. 

No. 3 Spring. — Shall include all inferior, 
shrunken, or diriry Spring Wheat, weigh- 
ing not less than fifty-three pounds to the 
measut«d bushel. 

Rejected Spring. — Shall comprise all 
wheat fit for warehousing, but too low in 
weight or otherwise unfit to pass No. 3. 

In case of mixture of Spring and Winter 
Wheat it will be called Spring Wheat, and 
graded according to the quality thereof. 

No. 1 Maearoni. — Shall be bright, sound, 
well deaned and be composed of what 
is known as rice or goose wheat. 

No. 2 Macaroni. — Shall be inferior to 
No. 1 but sound, and be composed of 
what is known as rice or goose wheat, 
and may include wheat that is bleached 
or shrunken. 

No. 3 Macaroni. — Shall include all 
wheat badly bleached or smutt;, or from 
any other cause unfit for No. 2. 

Wheat received in Boston not corre-

Where grain is run over under the super- 
viraon of the Inspection Department a 
charge of 50 cents will be made for the 
first car sud of 25 cents for each additional 
1,000 bushels. 

A charge of 50 cents per bin will be 
made for drawing samples when no grade 

A charge of 50 cents per car will be 
made for samples taken from dryer. 

A charge of 50 cents for each car or 
sample will be made for making moisture 
test. 

A charge of S2.00 will be made when 
samples are furnished of a shipment 
aboard steamer and certificates not taken. 

Inspection of grain at points outside of 
Boston is undertaken only at the discre- 
tion of the Department. 

The Committee on Grain may at any 
time demand cash payment of inspection 
fees on delivery of either samples or cei^ 
tificat«s, and no credit to members of the 
Chamber shall be for over sixty day's 
work. No fees shall be remitted to re- 
ceivers tor cars sent to elevator after hav- 



ing been inspected and sampled tor track 
delivery. 

Any member accustomed to having liis 
grain inspected, may waive the inspection 
of specific lots, by giving notice at the 
inspection office, in writing, prior to their 
arrival, stating kind of grain, and the lines 
by which they are expected, with list of 
ori^nal car numbers. 

lUquests for reinspection must be in 
writing, addressed to the Inspector, and 
signed by the party desiring the same. 

No appeal shall be enterttuned until 
after a reinspection has been had. 

All appeals from the decision of the In- 
spector must be in writing, accompanied 
by a deposit of one dollar for each car load, 
or each one thousand bushels, or part of 
same, in dispute, addressed to the chair- 
man of the Committee on Grain, in care 
of the Secretary. Such appeals must state 
the numbers, location of cars and date of 
original inspectbn. In csm an appeal is 
sustained, the deposit money shall be re- 
funded to the claimants, otherwise it shall 
be turned over to the treasurer to be cred- 
ited to the grain inspection fund. 

In all cases where cars of grain are so 
full as to render it impossible to enter the 
cars and properly use a trier, the Grain 
Inspection Department will claim the 
right to change the grade at any time 
that an error may be discovered, and no 
claim for damages arising from such error 
will be entertained ae a liability against 
the Inspector of Grain or against the 
Chamlier of Commerce. 

No claim for damages, in consequence 
of error in either grading or sampling cars 
of grain, will be entertained by the Grain 
Inspection Department unless the Inspec- 
tor is promptly notified and allowed an 
opportunity for re-examination before the 
can are unloaded. 
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BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



Rxnx I. 
The Conunittoe on Flour of the Boston 
Chamber of CommerM shall have charge 
of all matters pertaining to the inspection 
of flour, and shall recommend to the 
Board of Diiectora such measiires as may 
in their judgment be of beneSt or inter- 
est to the flour trade. 

Rdlb II. 

The Committee on Flour shall annually 
recommend to the Board of Direct«rs for 
appointment as Inspector of Hour such 
person as it may conmder beet qualified to 
discharge all the duties incident to that 
position. 

Ruui III. 

The grades of flour shall be four in num- 
ber, "Extra," "Superfine," "Southern 
Extn," and "Southern Superfine." No 
flour ehall be branded with the stencil of 
the Bost«n Chamber of Commerce unless 
sound, sweet, and free from any question- 
. able odor. Flours which bear an odor of 
garlic but which are otherwise sound shall 
be branded "Southern Extra," or "South- 
ern Superfine" according to grade. 

Roij: IV. 

Hie Committee on Flour, as often as once 

in six months, shall provide suitable stand- 



ards for the different grades of Sour, which 
shall be submitted to the Chamber in gen- 
eral meeting tor approval; and when ap- 
proved, such Btandards shall be kept in 
the poBSession of the Inspection Depart- 
ment for reference in cases of dispute 
which may arise. 

RD1.K V. 
The Committee on Flour shall have the 
power to adoDt and enforce such other 
roeasuree as may, in their judgment, be 
required for the proper carrying out of 
the system of the inspection of flour. 

Rule VI. 
The Flour Inspector af^inted by the 
Board of Directors shall appoint such dep- 
uties and other employees as, in bis 
opinion, nuay be sufficient to insure the 
prompt and reliable performance of such 
duties as may devolve upon him under 
these rules. The Inspector shall con- 
tinue in office until the appointment of 
his successor; but his appointment may 
be revoked by the Board of Directors at 
any time for cause satisfactory to itself. 

Rm.E VII. 

The Inspector and deputies shall be duly 

sworn to discharge all duties of their 

offices faithfully and impartially before 
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tbey shall be oompetent to enter into ser- 
vice. The Inspector shall be reaponeible 
for the official acts of himaelf and his as- 
■iBtBittB, and he shall annualljr give to the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce a good and 
satiefaotorjr bond in the sum of three 
thouauid dollare for the faithful perfonn- 
ance of his duties, and for the payment of 
all just olauns and demands against hiiri 
which may be made by any member of 
the Chamber. It shall be the duty of the 
Inspector of Flour to carefully inspect all 
flour or meal submittod to him, and decide 
on the weight, grade, and soundness of the 

RULB VIII. 

The fees for inspection shall be one ce'nt 
per barrel or sack, for each and every barrel 
or sack inspected, to be paid by the re- 
ceiver or owner; and one cent per barrel 
or sack for each barrel or sack reiuspected, 
to be paid by the party requesting the re- 
inspection. When sacks are of less than 
98 lbs. weight the inspector shall examine 
a sufficient number of packages to be as- 
sured of the soundness and uniformity of 
the entire lot. The inspector shall also 
be entitled to the flour drawn from the 
barrels or sacks at the time of the inspec- 
tion ; but the amount drawn from any bai^ 
rel shall not exceed one-half pound, or 
from any hoif-barrel or sack of less than 
two hundred pounds weight, one-quarter 
>of a pound, and from packages of less 
than 98 lbs, no flour shall be retained. 



Rui^ IX. 

The charge for inspection at points out- 
side of the Boston district shall be on the 
basis of $5.(X) for each half day actually 
consumed, in addition to actual expenses, 
but S5.00 shall be the minimum charge. 



RnLB X. 

It shall be the duty of the Inspector to 
weigh a sufficient number of barrels of 
flour, or meal, to be assured of the full 
weight of one hundred and ninety-six 
pounds for eacb, and all flour &nd meal 
passing standard inspection ahall be legi- 
bly marked or branded by him or his dep- 
uties "Boston Chamber of Commerce 
Standard," with the grade, month, and 
year; and no member of the Chamber, 
unless he be an inspector of the Chamber, 
shall be allowed, directly or indirectly, 
to use the brand of the Chamber on pain 
of foi^eiture of his membership. Kiln- 
dried corn-meal shall be branded "Kiln- 
dried." 

Rule XI. 

The Inspector, when required, shall give 
a certificate of flour inspected by him. 
The certificate and sample bag shall state 
whether sound or unsound, weight, qual- 
ity of packages, grade, if graded, together 
with the date, location, car number, num- 
ber of barrels, and marks by which it may 
be identified, and nothing more. 

Rule XII. 
The Flour Inspector shall refuse to pro- 
nounce on the sotmdnesa of any flour OJ 
meal which he believes to be adulterated 
or mixed with any foreign substance. 

Rule XIII. 

The Inspector shall inspect oil flour 
arriving in Boston consigned to members 
of the Chamber (except that consigned to 
such members as shall have filed with the 
Inspector their written objection to the 
inspection of flour consigned to them), 
and shall grade the same according to 
samples furnished him from time to time 
by the Committee on Flour. 
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Edlb XIV, 
It shall be the duty of the Inspector ot 
Flotir to keep in a book provided for that 
purpose a. correct record of each and every 
lot of flour inspected by him, number of 
barrels or other packages, grade, location, 
and marks, which record shall be open at 
all times to the examination of the Com- 
mittee on Flour. 

Rule XV. 
Any member of the Chamber feeling 
aggrieved by the decision of the Inspector 
of Flour may apply to the Committee on 
Flour, whose decision shall be final as to 
the grade and soundness of the flour. Any 
damage which may ensue from wrong in- 
spection shall be ascertained and awarded 
by the Committee on Flour, subject to ap- 
peal to the Committee on Aifcitration. 
Final awards shall be paid by the Inspec- 
tor. Appeals from any decision of the 
Committee on Flour shall be made within 
two buaness days after such decision has 
been rendered, and no appeal shall be 
entertained after that time. 

ROLK XVI. 
All sales of flour on spot shall be for cash 
on delivery, unless otherwise agreed. When 
flour is sold on arrival draft terms, draft 
shall be payable within three days from 
date of railroad notice of arrival ; but the 
property shall be at buyer's risk of fire 
or other damage from and after date of 
arrival. Railroad teeord shall be final 
proof of arrival date. 

RULB XVII. 
On flour sold in freight depot the buyer 
shall have 48 hours within which to re- 
move without expense. On sales of flour 
in warehouse the buyer shall have at least 
five days' free storage, including the day 



of tender (provided such tender is mode 
prior to two o'clock P. M.) The tender 
of an order or of a warehouse receipt shall 
constitute a delivery of the property. 

Rdij: XVIII. 
On sales of Sour for shipment from the 
mill, seven days shall oonstitute immediate 
shipment, and fourteen days prompt ship- 
ment, from the date of the receipt of sliip- 
ping directions at the mill. When ship- 
mient is not specified, prompt shipment 
is understood ; it shall also be understood 
that the buyer, unless otherwise agreed, 
shall furnish shipping directions within 
fifteen dajrs from date of purchase; and 
in case shipping directions are not furn- 
ished within the specified time, the flour 
may be shipped to the address of the buyer, 
or the seller may at his option resell' 
promply for account of the buyer, who 
shall be held responsible for any loss 
thereby incurred. 

Rule XIX. 
Contracts for flour failing to fulfill con- 
tract on arrival shall be settled as fol- 

1. The buyer shall have the right to 
reject the flour, but he shall immediately 
notify the seller, and give him an oppor- 
timity to order inspection. 

2. Settlement shall then be deter- 
mined by the difference between the cur- 
rent market value of a like quantity of the 
contract Bour mmilariy situated, and the 
original contract price. If the market ia 
higher, the seller shall pay such market 
difFerenoe. If the market is lower, the 
buyer shall pay such market difference, 
less any proved losses caused by the non- 
fulfillment of the contract, or in replacing 
the flour. 
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3. In caae the buyer has paid for the 

flour, and the seller refuses to, or cannot, 
replace it bo the satisfactioD of the buyer, 
or in case the buyer and seller cannot 
agree upon a. discount, or in case the 
seller does not promptly give instructions 
as to the disposition or handling of the 
flour, then tlie buyer shall proceed to 
handle for the account of whom it may 
thereafter concern, 

4. A commission of 10 cents per barrel 
and all necessary expenses incurred in the 
inspection, handling and reselling of the 
flour, also demurrage and extra freight, 
when they are necessarily incurred, shall 
be borne by the seller. - 

ROLB XX. 
In order to establish a valid claim for 
a deduction on acount of light weight of 
flour, such flour must be weighed by the 
Inspector at the place of delivery, whether 
the same be "on track," at freight termi- 
nals, or "in store," and the Inspector's 
certificate shall be the basis of such claim. 
But flour that has been inspected shall 
not be deemed hght weight unleas more 
than one pound below the standard of one 
hundred and ninety-six pounds, and only 
the excess over one pound shall be claimed 
by the purchaser. 

Role XXI. 

When flour is bought for domestic use, 

either on spot or to be shipped, in sacks. 



each sack shall before inspection contain 
the net weight specified. 

. Rmx XXII. 

Packages of flour which may be found 
largely deficient in weight from bad order 
or any other cause, shall not enter into the 
average, but their wei^t shall be separ- 
ately ascertained and certified to by the 
Inspector. 

Ruui XXIII. 

When a lot of flour is very irregular in 
weight, either the buyer or seller may re- 
quire the entire parcel to be weighed. 



AU fees to be paid by the party order- 
ing reinspection and weighing, unless 
otherwise agreed at the time of sale. 



On all sales of fiour the buyer shall have 
seventy-two houis from day of sale or from 
arrival to examine as to quality. 



RULB XXVI. 
When flour remains m store longer than 
ten days after sale, the seller shall not be 
liable to the expense of coopering the same 
on deUvery, without a special agreement 
to that effect. 
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RULES GOVERNING THE TRADE IN EGGS 

BETWEEN MEMBERS OF THE 

BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



Rule I. 
The Committee on Eggs of the Boston 
Ch&mber of Commerce shall have charge 
of all matters pertaining to the Bgg trade, 
and shall recommend to the Board of 
Directors such measures as may in their 
judgmetit be of benefit or interest to the 
egg trade. 

RlTLB II. 

Section 1. The Committee on Eggs 
shall annually recommend to the Board. 
of Directors, for appointment as Inspec- 
tor of Eggs, such j«rson as they may con- 
aider best qualified to discharge the duties 
inoumbent upon him. The Inapeotor 
■hall appoint such number of deputies as 
in his opinion and in the opinion of the 
Committee on Eggs is necessary, but all 
appointments shall be subject to revoca- 
tion by the Board of Directors at any time 
tor cause satisfactory to itself. The In- 
spector shall be responsible for the official 
acts of himself and deputies. The Inspec- 
tor and deputies shall be duly sworn to 
dischai^ the duties of their office faith- 
fully and impartially. In case of the 
death or absence of the Inspector or hia 
inability from any cause to act, any mem- 
ber of the Committee on Eggs may fill his 
place and perform his duties. 

Sec. 2. In the event of a difference 
upon the claafflScation or grade between 



buyer and seller,the eggs shall be inspected 
by tbe regularly authorized Egg Inspector 
of the Chamber, and hia certificate shall 
state the classification and grade of the 
eggs inspected. If this decision ia in favor 
of the seller, the buyer shall be bound to 
receive the gooda and pay for the inspec- 
tion. If the decision ia in favor of tbe 
buyer, the seller shall pay for the inspec- 
tion and pay the buyer three per cent, 
penalty and take his goods, paying all 
cartage on the same. The fee for inspec- 
tion of eggs shall be at the rate of one cent 
per dozen, for number of dozens inspected. 
Sec. 3. Parties desiring inspection 
must so inform the Inspector on or be- 
fore four o'clock P. M. on the day of deliv- 
ery, except that when a delivery is made 
later than two o'clock P. M. the inspector 
shall be notified before ten o'clock A. M. 
' of the next business day. The Inspector 
must notify both buyer and seller of hia 
decision within twenty-four hours of de- 
livery. This rule does not prohibit. pa> 
ties settling without the aid of inspection, 
where both buyer and seller mutually 
agree so to do. If upon the firat delivery 
to bi^er the goods so delivered do not 
appear upon examination to be of the 
grade sold, tbe seller may make a second 
delivery or call in an inspector, in which 
latter event he shall be barred a second 
delivery. Both deliveries muat be made 
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on the day of purchase, unless otherwise 
mutually agreed to by both parties. 

In the event of an extra delivery, the 
seller shall pay all extra cartage. 

See. 4. Inspection may be demanded 
by either buyer or seller, and this inspec- 
tion shall be final, subject to appeal to the 
Committee on Eggs as hereinafterprovided. 
The proportion of packages to be taken 
out in all cases shall be: — two out of five, 
three out of ten, four out of twenty, five 
out of thirty, seven out of fifty, ten out 
of one hundred, and not to exceed 20 out 
of a car. The party who elects to have 
the e^s inspected shall pay for the same 
except as hereinbefore provided under 
Section 3, 

Sec. 5. Any member of the Chamber, 
feeling aggrieved by a decision of the In- 
^)ector of Eggs, may appeal to the Com- 
mittee on Eggs before eleven o'clock A. H. 
on the second business day after the de- 
livery, and the decision of the committee 
on the grading of the eggs shall be final. 
When called upon to serve on an appeal, 
the Committee on Eggs shall receive five 
dollars each for their services, to be paid 
by the party against whom the decision 
is rendered. 

The decision of the committee in cases 
of appeal shall be rendered not later than 
the close of the second business day after' 
the delivery. 

Sec. 6. In the event of an apneal to 
the Committee on Eggs, in a case where a 
member of the committee acts as an In- 
spector under the nrovision of Rule II., 
Section 1, or in case one or more membere 
of the committee are interested in the 
transaction upon which an appeal has been 
made, the remaining member or members 
of the conunittee shall appoint other mem- 
bers of the trade to serve in their stead. 



All contracts for future delivery made 
by members shall be subject to theae rules. 

Rule' IV. 

All sales of eggs by members of the 

Chamber shall be considered as cash 

within tea (10) days, except otherwise 

agreed between buyer and seller. 

Rule V. 

These rules, so far as they relate to the 
settlement of differences between buyer 
and seller as to the quality and condition, 
shall apply to all transactions in eggs be- 
tween members of the Chamber. 

Rule VI, 
When eggs are sold in returnable cases 
or boxes, the packages in which they are 
contained shall be charged in the bill with 
the eggs and shall be paid for at tlie same 
time, but the buyer shall have the amount 
paid for packages refunded to him, upon 
the return of the same to the seller, if such 
return is made within thirty days. 

Rule VII. 
All claims for shortage or excessive 
breakage must be made within four busi- 
ness days from date of purchase. 

Rule VIII. 
A car of eggs shall consist of three hun- 
dred and eighty (380) to four hundred 
(400) thirty dozen cases, unless otherwise 
specified. 

Rule IX. 
All sales of eggs shall be "at marks," 
unless otherwise specified. 
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Rule X. 

" Loea' ' as used in these rules shall com- 
prise all rotten, broken (leaking), heavy 
spots, broken yolked, hatched (blood- 
veined) and BOUT eggs. Very small, very 
ditty, cracked (not leaking), badly beat«d, 
light spots, badly shrunken, salted or 
frosseo eggs shall be counted half lose 
in all grades' excepting "dirties" and 
"cheoka." 

Rule XI. 

All difierencea of opinion as to the con- 
struction of these rules shall be decided 
by the Conunittee on Eggs. 

Rule XII. 
Section 1. Eg^ shall be classified as 
" Fresb Gathered," "Storage Packed," and 
" Refrigerator." 

FRESH GATHERED EGGS 






Fresh Gathered egga shall be 
,s " Extras," " Prime Firsts," 
"Seconds" and "Thirds." 



Fresh Gathered Extras 
Shall be full size for the season, free from 
dirty, cracked aad heated eggs, and shall 
contain fresh, full, strong, sweet eggs as 
follows; — 

February I6th to May 15th inclusive, 
90 per cent. 

May I6th to October 31st inclusive, 
80 per cent. 

November 1st to December 31st inclu- 
sive, 70 per cent. 

January 1st to February 16th inclu- 
sive, 80 per cent. 

The balance, other than the loss, may 
be defective in strength or fullness, but 
must be sweet. There may be a total 
average loss of one-half dozen per case. 



Fresh Gathered Prime Firsts 
Shall be of good average sise, free from 
dirty, cracked, and heat«d eggi, and shall 
contain fresh, reasonaUy full, strong, 
sweet eggs as follows: — 

February 16th to May 15th inclusive, 
85 per cent. 

Hay 16th to October 31st inclusive, 65 
per cent. 

November Ist to December 3lBt in- 
clusive, 50 per cent. 

January 1st to February 15th inclusive, 
65 per cent. 

The balance, other than the loss, may 
be defective in strength or fullness, but 
must be sweet. There may be a total 
average loss of one dozen per case. 

Fresh Gathered Firsts 
Shall be of good average size, reasonably 
clean, and shall contain fresh, reasonably 
full, strong, sweet eggs, as follows: — 

February 16th to May 15th inclusive, 
" 75 per cent. 

Balance of the year, 50 per cent. 

The balance, other than the loss, may 
be defective in strength or fuUc^ess, but 
must be sweet. There may be a total 
average loss of two dozen per case. 

Fresh Gathered Seconds 
Shall consist of current receipts and shall 
contain fresh, reasonably full, sweet eggs, 
as follows: — 

February 16th to May I5th inclusive, 
60 per cent. 

Balance of the year, 35 per cent. 

The balance, other than the loss, may 
be defective ia strength or fullness, but 
must be sweet. There may be a total 
average loss of four dosen per case. 
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Fresh Gathered Thirds 
Shall GonsiBt of current receipts, more or 
lees Bhruiiken, but must be sweet. There 
ma; be a. total average losa of six dozen 



STORAGE PACKED EGGS. 

Sec. 3. Storage Packed eggs shall be 
graded as "Extras," "Prime Firsts," 
"Firsts," "Number One Dirtiee" and 
"Number Two Dirties." 

Storage Packed Extras 
Shall be above the average size, clean, 
fresh, full and sweet, and shall contain 
not less than fifty per cent, brown eggs. 
The loss muHt not exceed one-half dozen 
per case. 

Storage Packed Prime Firsts 
Shall be of good size, clean, fresh, full, 
«nd sweet. The loss must not exceed 

■one-half dozen per case. 

Storage Packed Firsts 
Shall be of good average size, reasonably 
clean, ft-esb, full and sweet. The loss 
must not exceed one dozen per case. 

Number 1 Dirty Egp 
Must be of fair size, useful quality, sweet 
flavored, and the loss must not exceed 
two doseu per case. When sold "Stoiv 
age Packed" they must be put up the 
same as other eggs packed for storage and 
the loss must not exceed one doisen per 

Number 2 Dirty Eggs 
Must be ot useful quality, may be off flav- 
ored, but not musty, and the loss must 
not exceed three doxea per case. 



REFRIGERATOR EGGS 

Sec. 4. "Refrigerator Eggs" shall he 
the term api^ied to eggs that have been 
in cold storage. They must be packed in 
the same manner as described for "Storage 
Packed' ' of these rules. In m ft lring offer- 
ings of this class of eggs they shall be deeh 
ignated by the month and the houae in 
which they were stored. Refrigerator 
eggs ehall be graded as "Extras," "Prime 
Firsts," "Firsts," "Seconds," "Number 
One Dirties" and Number Two Dirties." 

Refrigerator Extras 
Shall grade as "Storage Packed Extras" 
except in their quality and loss. They 
must be reasonably full and free from for- 
eign taste or odor. The loss must not 
exceed one dozen per case. 

Refrigerator Prime Fh^ts 
Shall grade as "Storage Packed Prime 
Firsts' ' except in their quality and loss. 
They must be reasonably full, and free 
from foreign taste or odor. The loss must 
not exceed one dozen per case. 

Refrigerator Firsts 
Shall grade as "Storage Packed Firsts" 
except in their quality and loss. They 
must be leasonably full, and free from 
foreign taste or odor. The loss must not 
exceed two dozen per case. 

Refrigerator Seconds 
Shall be of good average size, reasonably 
clean and full, and must be sweet. The 
loss must not exceed four dozen per case. 

Refrigerator Number 1 Dirties 
Shall grade the same as "Storage Packed 
No. 1 Dirties' ' except in loss, which must 
not exceed two dozen per case. 
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Refrigerator Number 2 Dirties 
Shall grade the sbjub ob "Storage Packed 
No. I Dirties" except in Iobb, which must 
not exceed four doiea per case. 

RnLE XIII. 
Section 1. All apecificatious aa to the 
caaea mentioned in these rulea refer to new 
thirty doEen caaea, except Thirds, Dirties 
and Checka, which may be packed in good 
aecond-haod caaes. For larger or smaller 
cases the reqiiirementa ahall be calculated 
in proportion. 



Sec, 2. Fillers aball be of medium or 
No. 1 quality, sweet and dry, with flata 
under bottom layers and flata or heavy 
paper over tops, and aweet, dry excelsior 
or other suitable packing under bottom 
flats and over top flats or heavy paper. 

See. 3. Storage Packed and Storage, 
all grades, must be in new odorieas caaea, 
smooth, clean, and substantial, and thor- 
oughly seasoned. 

Sec, 4. Cases shall be considered new 
so long as tliey contain the eggs for which 
they were first used. 
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EULES GOVERNING THE TRADE IN BUTTER AND CHEESE 

BETWEEN MEMBERS OF THE 

BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



RULX I. 

The Committee on Butter find Cheese 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce ebail 
have cha^e of all matters pertaining to 
the butter and cheese trade, and shall 
recommend to the Board of Directors such 
measures aa may in their judgment be of 
benefit or interest to the butter and cheese 

RCLE II. 

There shall be an Inspector of Butter 
and Cheese appointed by the Conunittee 
on Butter and Cheese and confirmed by 
the Board of Directora. Said Inspector 
shall be sworn to make a just and honest 
report of all butter and cheese inspected 
by him 

It shall be his duty to inspect butter or 
cheese upon application from any mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce, or when 
BO directed by the Committee on Butter 
and Cheese. Said Inspector stiall be gov- 
erned in his inspections strictly by the ex- 
planations and rules herein contained, 
defining the quahtles and conditions neces- 
sary to constitute the different grades and 
shaU furnish party ct^ling for inspection 
a certificate of inspection. Said certifi- 
cate shall be good for two days. 

Rule III. 

Any member of the Chamber, feeling 
aggrieved by the decision of the Inspector 



of Butter and Cheese, may appeal to the 
Committee on Butter and Cheese before 
eleven o'clock A. M. of the next busioess 
day after the decision is rendered, and the 
decision of the Committee as to grading 
shall be final. 

When ctdled upon to serve on an appeal 
the Conunittee on Butter and Cheese shall 
receive five dollars each for their services, 
to be paid by the party agwnst whom the 
decision is rendered. 

In case one or more membera of the 
Committee are interested in the transac- 
tion upon which an appeal has been made, 
the remaining member or members of the 
Committee shall appoint other members of 
the trade to serve in their stead. 

HCLE IV. . 

The Committee on Butter and Cheese 
shall annually appoint, subject tc confir- 
mation by the Board of Directors, a 
Weigher of Butter and Cheese, who may 
be the same person as the Inspector of 
Butter and Cheese. The Weigher may 
appoint such deputies as in his judgment 
are necessary, subject to the approval 
of the committee, but all appointments 
shall be subject to revocation by the 
Board of Directors at any time for causes 
satisfactory to itself. The Weigher and 
his deputies shall be sworn to the faithful 
performance of their duty. A charge of 
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five cents per package for each package 
weighed shaJl be collected by the Weigher 
from the party for whom the service is per- 
formed; provided, however, that the jiiiiu- 
mum charge for weighing any one lot shall 
be one dollar. 

In making official teste, the Weigher 
shall weigh ten per cent, of lots cont^Ding 
one hundred packages or leea. If, how- 
ever, a lot- consists of various uniform size 
p&ckages, then ten per cent, of each uni- 
form size shall be weighed. Of lots con- 
taining over one hundred tubs, not less 
than five per cent, shall be weighed; 
provided, however, that not lees than five 
tubs of any lot, or five tubs of each uni- 
form size of any lot, shall be weighed. 

Rule V. 

In testing weights, butter in packages 
containing twelve pounds or less shall be 
weighed on quarter pounds; over twelve 
pounds and under forty pounds, on half 
pounds; in packages of forty pounds and 
over, if billed "gross and tare," on pounds; 
if billed "net," it shall be weighed on half 
pounds. 

Cheese in packages of twenty pounds of 
more shall be weighed on pounds. This 
rule applies only to testing weight and de- 
temuning the average loss or gain. 



Rtn-E VI. 

In case the parties calling for or inter- 
ested in an inspection of butter or cheese 
have reason to believe that the Inspector 
is in any way interested in the goods to be 
inspected, and object to his serving, they 
may present to the Committee on Butter 
and Cheese their objections in writing, and 
the Committee on Butter and Cheese may, 
if they think necessary, appoint a special 



inspector who shall be sworn and shall be 
governed by all the rules for the regular 
inspector. 

The same provision for the appointment 
of a substitute shall apply in case the 
Weigher is interested in a transaction upon 
which a test of weights has been called for. 



The Inspector shall record in a book, 
furnished by the Chamber for that pur- 
pose, the name of the party or parties 
whose goods he inspects, the date and 
place of inspection, and the designating 
marks on the goods inspected. The fol- 
lowing percentage of each mark and in- 
voice shall be inspected on straight lots of 
uniform size packages; — 

25 percent, of lots of not exceeding 50 pkgs. 
20 per cent, of lots of over 60 pkp. and not 
exceeding 100. 
15 per cent, of lots of over 100 pkgs. and 

less than 200. 
10 per cent, of lots of over 200 pkp. 

On lots containing assorted uniform size 
packages, the satne schedule shall apply; 
provided, however, that not less than five 
packages of each size shall be inspected. 
The chaises for inspection of butter or 
cheese shall be paid to the Inspector of 
Butter and Cheese by the party calling 
for the inspection, except in cases of dis- 
pute as to grade, when the party against 
whom the decision is found shall pay in- 
spection services at the following rates:— 

Lots not exceeding 100 pkgs. . ,S2.00 

L«t8 of over 100 pkgs. and not ex- 
ceeding 200 3.00 

Lots of over 200 pkgs. and not ex- 
ceeding 300 4.00 

Lots of over 300 pkgs 5.00 
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Rule VIII. 

In the event of the temporary abaence 
of the Inspector of Butter and C3ieeae, the 
Committee on Butter and Cheese may ap- 
point a special Inspector to serve until the 
return of the regular Inspector. 

Rule IX. 

The penalty tor nonfulfillment of eon- 
tract on the part of either buyer or seller 
shall be two and a half per cent, of the con- 
tract price of goods, except in transactions 
for future delivery of butter or cheese, the 
penalty shall be the difference between the 
contract price and the price on the day 
on which fulfillment of the contract 
shall be demanded, which difference shall 
be settled by the Comnuttee on Butter 
and Cheese. But nothing in this rule 
shall be construed to prevent a differ- 
ent settlement by mutual consent. Set- 
tlement of futiH« deliveries, when goods 
are not delivered, shall be on the basis of 
fifty pounds for tubs of butter or boTes 
of cheese, 

RoLB X. 

When goods are tendered at the place 
of business of the seller, provided the 
seller's place of business be in the city 
of Boston or a depot or storehouse in Bos- 
ton, it shall be deemed a good and sufficient 
delivery, provided that on Saturday the 
goods are tendered before one o'clock. 



CLASSIFICATION OF BUTTER

ery, Imitation Creamery, Ladle, Dairy, 
Renovated, Packing Stock, Grease and 
Known Marks, and shall be graded ac- 
cording to the rules governing grades.

3. CitDAaiERT BnTTER. — Butter offered 
under this ^ classification shall have been 
made in a creamery from cream obtained 
by the separator system, or gathered 
cream. Sweet Cream Creamery differs 
from Creamery only in being made from 
cream before fermentation. Offerings or 
bids on Sweet Cream Creamery must be 
specially described, 

4. iMrrATioN Creamery. — Butter of- 
fered under this ciasaification shall be such 
as is churned by the dairyman and dis- 
posed of by him in jte unsalted, unworked 
condition to the dealer or shipper, and 
worked, packed and salted by the dealer 
or shipper. 

5. Ladle. — Butter offered under this 
classification shall be such as is collected 
by the dealer or shipper in the various 
shapes of rolls, lumps, or whole packages, 
salted and worked, and by the dealer or 
shipper resalted, reworked and repacked. 

6. Dajht. — Butter offered under this 
classification shall be such as is made, 
salted and packed by the dairyman, and 
offered in its original package. 

7. Renovated Butter. — ButW of- 
fered under this classification shall be 
made by taking pure butter and melting 
the same and rechuming with fresh milk, 
cream or skim milk, or other equivalent 
process. 
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EXTHAS 

Shall coDfist of the highest grade of butter 
produced during the season when made, 
scoring 93 points or higher. 

Flavor — Must be quick, fine, fresh and 
clean if of fresh make, and good, sweet and 
clean if held. 

Body — Must be firm and solid, with a 
perfect grain or texture, free from salvi- 

Color — Must be uniform, neither too 
light OOF too high. 

Saii— Well dissolved, thorou^y worked 
in, not too high nor too light saltad. 

Package — Good and sound and uni- 

Shall be a grade just below Extras, acoring 
87 points or higher, lacking somewhat in 
flavor, which, however, must be good, 
Bweet and clean. All other requirements 
being the same as in Extras. 
Package — Good and uniform.

Shall consist of a grade just below fiiata, 
scoring SO points or higher. 

Flavor — Must be fairiy good and sweet.

— Shall be original butter, without 
additional moisture or salt, sweet and 
sound, packed in large, new barrels, hav- 
ing a wooden head in each end, or in new 
tubs, both to be parchment paper lined, 
or a godd uniform second-hand barrel 
having a wooden head in each end and 
parchment paper lined. Barrels and tubs 
to be packed full. 

No. 2, — Shall be original butter without 
additional salt or water, sweet and sound, 
and can be packed in promiscuous or 
different kind of barrels, tuiia or tierces, 
without being parchment paper lined, and 
may be packed in either two-headed or 
cloth-covered barrels. 

No. 3. Shall be of any grade or quality 
above grease, and packed in any and all 
kinds of packages. 

Charges for inspection shall be the same 
as the rules call for on ottier grades.

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RULES REGULATING TRANSACTIONS IN PROVISIONS 
AND LARD 

BETWEEN MEMBERS OF THE 

BOSTON CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 



The Committee on Provisions of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce shall 
have charge of sU mattera pertaining to 
the provision trade, and shall recom- 
mend to the Board of Directors such 
measures as may, in their judgment, be 
of benefit or interest to the provision trade. 

Rule II. 

Section 1. The Committee on Provi- 
sions shall annually recommend to the 
Board of Directors, as soon as practicable 
after their appointment, such firm or in- 
dividual members of the Chamber as 
they may deem beet qualified for the in- 
spection and weighing of provisions; at 
least one member of any designated firm 
must be a practical and competent in- 
spector. A firm, one of whose members is 
a member of the Chamber, may be ap- 
pointed inspector. Said inspector or in- 
spectors shall be sworn to the faithful 
discharge of the duties of the office. 

Sec. 2. The regular appointed inspec- 
tom of the Chamber may appoint deputy 
inspectors, subject to the approval of the 
Committee on Provisions, and the in- 
spector shall be responsible for the acte 
of himself uid bis deputies. 

See. 3. In the case of the death or 
) of the Inspector of Provisions, 



or his inability from any cause to act, any 
member of the Committee on Provisions 
may fill his place and discharge his duties, 
being sworn to the temporary perform- 
ance of the same. 

See. 4. The fees for inspection of pro- 
visions may be fixed by the Board of 
Directors, upon the recommendation of 
the Committee on Provisions, from time 
to time. 

RUI-B III. 

Section 1. All providons sold in this 
market, in the absence of special agree- 
ment, shall be deemed "Standard." In 
the event of a difference upon quaUty of 
goods in a transaction in provimons be- 
tween members of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, the merchandise shall be 
inspected by the regularly authorized In- 
spectors of Provisions of the Chamber. It 
shall be the duty of the inspectors to state 
whether the provisions inspected are 
Standard or not, and such decision shall 
be final. If the decision is in favor of the 
seller, the buyer shall be bound to receive 
the goods and pay for the inspection. If 
the decision is in favor of the buyer, the 
seller shall pay for the inspection and 
make good the delivery. The party de- 
siring inspection on wholly cured and 
salted provisions must notify the inspec- 
tors and the seller within twenty-four 
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hours of the delivery of the goods. The 
inspectorB muet notify both buyer and 
seller of the decision within twenty-four 
hours of the time of inspection. Parties 
desiring to have provisions iospected and 
certified to by certificate, previous to 
offering for sale may do so upon appli- 
cation to the Inspector of Provisions of 
the Chamber. 

Sec. 2. The fees for inspection of pro- 
visions shall be payable to the Inspectors 
of ProvisionB by the parties celling for the 
inspection, except in cases of dispute as 
to grade, when the party against whom 
the decision is found shall pay the inspec- 
tion fees. 

Sec. 3. In case of inspection for sound- 
ness, weight, quality, five per c«nt. (5%) 
of the number of packages shall be in- 
spected, and if either party desires a 
further test, an additional number of 
packages, not exceeding five per cent. 
(6%) can be inspected at the expense of 
the party requesting it, who must give 
immediate notice of such request, and the 
average shall be made on the whole 
amount tested; except in the case of lard, 
no certificate for inspection shall be issued 
unless every package is examined; but on 
request of the owner or person ordering 
the inspection, the Inspector may exam- 
ine a part of a lot, and issue a certificate 
of such examination, stating the num- 
ber of packages examined and also the 
whole number of packages in the lot. 

Sec. 4. Mess Pork, for delivery on con- 
tract, must (unless otherwise stipulated) 
have been inspected in accordance with 
the rules of the Boston Chamber of Com- 



Seclion I. In all transactions in pro- 
visions or lard, the penalty tor non-fuifiU- 



ment of contract on the part of either 
buyer or seller, on either cash or future 
sales, shall be determined by the Com- 
mittee on Provisions, but nothing in this 
rule shall be construed to prevent a difiei^ 
ent settlement by mutual consent. 

Sec. 2. When provisions or lard are 
rejected under final appeal, if tendered 
on a seller's option, the seller shall, within 
twenty-four hours, tender another lot to 
the buyer, and pay all damages that the 
buyer has in the opinion of the coounittee 
sustained. The foregoing rule shall apply 
to all provisions or lard sold by contract 
or to arrive; when specific lots are sold, 
however, rejections are not required to be 
replaced. 

Sec. 3. Deliveries of Standard provi- 
sions on contract must be of the packing 
of the season current at the time of 
delivery; the current packing season shall 
be understood to be from November 1st 
to November 1st of the following year. 

Rule V. 

Section 1. All pork sold by the liarrel 
must, unless otherwise stipulated, weigh 
out to average not leas than 200 lbs.; if 
short in weight, an allowance must be 
made by the seller; but this shall not ■ 
applyto Mess Porksoldon contract, which 
must be weired in two hundred pounds 
at time of inspection, without guarantee 
against shrinkage. In weighing pork, it 
shall be free from salt, and an allowance 
shall be made of one per cent, for pickle. 

Sec. 2. On all sales of lard in tubs, 
except otherwise agreed between buyer 
and seller, either party to the contract 
may demand that the tubs shall weigh 
from 35 lbs. to 55 lbs. net, each averaging 
45 lbs. 

Sec. 3, Settlements of future delive- 
ries, when goods are not delivered, shall

be made on the basis of 320 lbs. to the 
tierce, or 45 lbs. to the tub, on lard. 

Sec. 4. About 400 to 450 Ibe. net shall 
constitute a box of Cumberland Middles, 
and about 525 Iba. net shall constitute a 
box of all other English cuts of Hiddlw, 
- Shoulders, and Hams; all boxes con- 
taining over 450 lbs. of meat to have a 
third strap around the box, when such is 
required at time of purchase. 



Rule VI. 

In case of specific agreement, the salt^ 
age allowed on bulk meats shall be one per 
cent, from the first of November to the 
first of June; but should the buyer or 
seller object, the inspector shall sweep 
as many draughts as he may consider 
necessary, and the percentage thus as- 
certained shall be binding on both parties. 
From the first of June to the first of No- 
vember, saltage may be ascertained by 
washing in cold water with a doth, in ease 
of no special agreement to the contrary. 



Rule VII. 

No lots of meat shall be considered suit- 
able for delivery on contract if twenty (20) 
per Gent, of it is unmerchantable; but 
this shall not apply to dry salted meat 
in boxes, which shall not be considered 
suitable for delivery if ten (10) per cent, 
of the lot be unmerchantable. If less than 
(10) per cent, be unmerchantable, the 
buyer may demand inspection of the 
whole lot at his expense; and if ten (10) 
per cent, or over, but less than twenty 
(20) per cent, prove unmerchantable, the 
seller may require inspection of the whole 
lot at his expense. 



All diSerences of o^nion as to the con- 
struction of the foregoing rules shall be 
dedded by the Committee on ProvisionB. 

CLASSIFICATION OF PROVISIONS 
Backs. 

Backs shall be cut from the backs of 
heavy, well-fatted hogs, after taking out 
full-cut ribs and loins, each barrel contain- 
ing a proper proportion of middle and and 
other cuts, cut uniform in shape and free 
from lean as practicable, and entirely free 
from bone; packed five layers to the bai^ 
rel and weighing not less than two hun- 
dred (200) pounds, with not less than forty 
(40) pounds of good coarse salt. When 
packed fresh from the block, one hundred 
and ninety (190) pounds of green meat 
to be weighed in. 

Short Clear Pork. 
Short Clear Pork shall be cut and packed 
in the same manner as Backs, except that 
three inches of the belly end shall be left 
on each strip, with not exceeding three 
inches of bone on any strip. 

Cleab Pork. 

Clear Pork shall be cut and packed in 
the same manner as Backs, except that 
the belly end shall be left on each strip, 
but every {nece must be cut square at 
each end. 

Lean Enus. 

Lean ends shall be packed in the same 
manner as Backs from well-selected me- 
dium weight bellies, cut square at each 

Mess Fork. 

Mess Pork shall be cut and packed from 

sides of well-fatted hogs, in strips, the 
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hog to be first split through the backbone; 
or, if split on one side, then an equal pro- 
portion of hard and soft sides must be 
packed,' properly flanked and not back- 
strapped. Each barrel to contain not less 
than two hundred (200) pounds or more 
than mxteeu (16) pieces, including the reg- 
ular proportion of Sank and shoulder cuts, 
four layers placed on edge without exces- 
dve crowding or bruieing, with forty (40) 
pounds of salt and full strength of brine. 
When packed fresh from the .block one 
hundred and ninety (190) pounds of green 
meat to be weighed in. 

MessOrdinary, or Thin Mess; from hogs 
reasonably well-fatted, too light for Mess 
Pork, cut, selected, and packed in the 
same manner as Mess, and the same re- 
quirements as to weight, etc.; the number 
of pieces to a barrel not to exceed twenty- 
two (22). 

Prime Mess Pork shall be made of the 
shoulders and sides of mce, smooth, fat 
hogs, weighing from one hundred (100) 
to one hundred and seventy-five (175) 
pounds net, regularly cut into equare 
pieces, aa near four pounds each as pos- 
sible; the sliaiik to be cut off close to the 
breast. One hundred and ninety (190) 
pounds of green meat in ttie proportion of 
twenty (20) pieces of shoulder cuts, to 
thirty (30) pieces of side cuts shall be prop- 
erly packed in each barrel, with not less 
than twenty (20) pounds of coarse salt, 
and barrel filled with brine of full strength; 
or, twenty (20) pounds of coarse salt, and 
in addition thereto, twenty (20) pounds 
of salt, and barrel filled with water. There 
shall also be put into each barrel twelve 
(12) ounces of saltpetre. Barrels shall 
not be required to be iron hooped, unless 
so stipulated at time of sale. 

Extra Prime Pork shall be made from 
heavy, untrimmed shoulders, out into 



three pieces, the leg to be cut off close to 
the breast; to be packed one hundred and 
ninety (190) pounds of green meat into 
each barrel, with the same quantity and 
quality of salt as Uess Pork. 

Cured i/LiA.ra. 

Where sales of meats are made without 

other specifications, it shall be considered 

that the sales contemplate merchantable 

meats, fully cured. 

Long, Clbab Fat Backs 

Shall be cut regular and uniform in 
width, square at ends, spare-rib and blade 
bone taken out; lean to be cutout smooth 
and even, with face of side edges to be 
smoothly trimmed: meat fully cured 
when packed; pieces to be clasafied in 
packing; extreme weight not to be used 
in making any specified average; boicee 
to be made, as near as practicable, to fit 
the different sizes. 

Bellies 
Shall be cut regular and uniform in 
width, square at the ends, edges smoothly 
trimmed but strapped; meat to be fully 
cured when packed; pieces to be classified 
in packing; extreme weights not to be 
used in makmg any specified average; 
boxes to be made, as near .as practicable, 
to fit the different siies. 

•Boston Shocldbrb. 
Shall be cut straight to lean meat on 
both sides; blade cut not over three inches 
from shoulder joint, well trimmed, square 
on top, or fat slightly trimmed under on 
butt end ; neck bone and short ribs taken 
out; blood vein Ufted and cut out; breast 
flap trimmed off; foot to be cut off above 
the knee joint. 
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CLASSIFICATION OF MEATS 

Hams shall be cut short, well rounded 
&t the butt, properly faced, and the shank 
cut oS juBt above the hock joint. 

Rough sides must be made by splittmK 
the hog through the backbone, or, if split 
on ODe side of the backbone, an equal pro- 
portioQ of bard and soft sides must be 
delivered on sales. 

Short Clear Sidbs. 
Backbone, breast bone, and ribs all 
taken out, &nd bench bone sawed smooth 
and even with the face of tbe side; feather 
of the blade bone not to be taken o.ut; 
edges to be left smooth, sides not to be 
back-strapped or flanked. 

Short Rib Sides. 
Backbone taken out; bench bone sawed 
down even with the face of the side; 
feather of the blade bone not to be taken 
out; edges to be left smooth, sidee not 
to be back-strapped or flanked. 

Cumberland Sides. 
A part of the neck and all the shoulder 
and side left in one piece ; leg cut oS below 
tbe knee jomt; shoulder, ribs, and neck 
bone taken out ; bench bone sawed down 
even with the face of side ; edges to be left 
smooth, and not to be back-strapped or 
flanked ; both ends to be properly trimmed . 

LoNO RtB Middles 
Shall be cut same as Cumberland Sides, 
except that all shoulder bones must be 
taken out and the leg cut ofl close to the 
brisket. 

Long Clear Sides 
Shall be cut the same as Long Ribs 
except that all side ribs and breastbone 
must be taken out. 



Picked Haus and Shooldebs 
Shall be sized when packed, and the 
green weight and date of packing shall 
also be marked on each package. 

English Meats. 
Tbe pieces shall be clasnfied, and the 
light, medium, and heavy packed separ- 
ately, as nearly as practicable, in boxes 

made to fit the different sizes. 

CLASSIFICATION OF LARD 
Priue Steam Lard. 
Prime Steam Lard shall be solely the 
natural product of the trimmings and 
other fat parts of hogs, rendered in tanks 
by the direct application of steam, and 
without subsequent change in grain or 
character by the use of agitators or other 
machinery, except as such change may un- 
avoidably come from transportation. It 
shall have proper color, flavor, and sound- 
ness for keeping, and no material which 
has been salted shall be included. The 
name and location of renderer and the 
grade of the lard shall be plainly branded 
on each package at the time of packing. 

Choice Lard. 
Choice Lard shall be equal in quality 
to lard made from leaf and trimmings and 
shall be properly rendered as to color, 
Savor and soundness for keeping. All 
tierces and tubs must have gross weights 
and tares marked on them. 

Refined Lard. 
Refined Lard may be offered and sold 
on the brand; when sold in tierces, the 
renderer's name and the place of produc- 
tion shall be distinctly mariced on each 
tierce, at the time of packing, with mark- 
ing iron or stencil.

The Committee on Beans of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce shall have charge 
of aH matters pertaminj; to the bean trade 
and shall recommend to the Board of Di- 
rectors such meaam«8 as may in their 
judgment be of benefit or interest to the 
bean trade. 

Rule II. 

Seetum 1. The Committee on Beans 
shall annually recommend to the Board of 
Directors, for appointment as Inspector 
of Beans, such person as they may con- 
sider best qualified to discharge the duties 
incumbent upon iiim. Said Inspector shall 
be sworn to the faithful and impartial dis- 
cbarge of the duties of the office. It shall 
be bis duty to inspect beana upon appUca- 
tion from any member of the Chamber of 
Commerce and he shall furnish party call- 
ing for inspection a certificate of inspeo- 
tion within two budness days. 

See. 2. In the case of the death or 
absence of the Bean Inspector, or his 
inability from any cause t« act, any 
suitable person may be appointed by 
the Committee on Beana to fill bis place 
temporarily and perform his duties. 

Sec. 3. In the event of a dispute be- 
tween the buyer and the seller regarding 
grade, the beans shall be inspected by the 
regularly authoriEed Inspector of Beans 



of the Chamber. It shall be the duty of 
the Inspector to stat« the kind and grade 
of the beans so inspected, and his decision 
shall be subject to appeal to the Commit- 
tee on Beans, whose decision shaU be final. 

If the decision is in favor of the seller, 
the buyer shall be bound to receive the 
goods and pay for the inspection. If the 
decision is in favor of the buyer, the seller 
shall pay for the inspection and make 
good the delivery, or pay the penalty and 
all charges, at the option of the buyer. 

Sec. i. The Committee on Beans shall 
at least once in each crop year, as early as 
practicable, provide for the guidance of 
the Inspector standard samples of the 
different grades of domestic and Cana- 
dian beana, which shall be submitted to 
the Chamber for approval. 

Sec. 5. The fees for inspection of beana 
shall be as follows: Michigan, York State 
and Canadian Beans, 3 cts. per bag on any 
lot up to 100 bags, and 2 cts. per bag for 
each bag in the lot in excess of 100 ba^ 
Per barrel 5 eta. California beans, I ct. 
per sack. The minimirm charge for in- 
apection of any lot, bags or barrels, shall 
be $1.00. The maximum charge per car- 
load shall not exceed S5.00. The fees for 
inspection of foreiga beana other than 
Canadian shall be determined in each 
instanoe by the Committee on Beans. 
When samples are submitted for inspeo- 
tion the fee shall be SI.OO for each lot. 
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The InspecTbr must inspect 10% of the 
psckSigeB in each lot submitted to him, 
provided, however, that not less than 5 
packages shall be inspected from any lot. 

EniJi in. 

Section I. All sales of beans shall be 
subject to the "General Rules of Tta^e," 
unless otherwise provided for in these 
rules. The penalty for non-fulfillment of 
contract for spot goods, on the part of 
either buyer or seller, shall be three per 
cent, of the contract price of goods. Set^. 
tlemente when goods are not deUvered 
shall be made on. the basis of five bushels 
for barrels, two and a half bushels for bags. 

Sec. 2. All sales of beans in car lots 
shall be considered as cash, except when 
otherwise agreed between buyer and seller. 

Rule IV. 

Any difference of opinion aa to the class- 
ification or grading of beans shall be de- 
cided by the Committee on Beans. 



CLASSIFICATIONS AND GRADES OF 

BEANS 
Choice Hand-Picked Pea Beans 
Must be uniform in uze, sound, dry, clean 
and bright for the season and must not 
contain more than one and one-half per 
cent, of discolored and split beans. 

Choice Screened Pea Be^ns 
Must be fairly uniform in size, sound, dry, 
and well screened and bright for the season 
and must not contain more than two 
pounds to the bushel of discolored and 
split beans and foreign substances. 

Choice Hand-Picked Medium Beans

Must be sound, dry, clean and bright for 
the season and must not contain more 
than one and one-half per cent, of discol- 
ored and spht beans and not more than 
five per cent, of white beans. 

Choice Recleaned Lima Beans 
Must be imiform in size, dry, sound and 
clean, and must not contain mon timn 
two per cent, of split and stained beans. 



Must be uniform in size, clean and bright 
for the season and free from pods and 
vines, and reasonably free from other 
foreign substances. 

Note.— The foregoing grades are sub- 
ject to such modification as may be neces- 
sary because of conditions attaching to 
any specific crop.

the weights and the number of bales in 
the car.

All claims for damage or for inferior 
quality must in all cases be made in writ- 
ing within ten days of the date of purchase 
if the hay or straw is delivered in Boston, 
and within ten days of receipt, if deUvery 
is made at country points.

AN ACT 

To tTNITE THE BoSTON ChAUBER OF G^MMERCE AND THE BoSTON 

Mebchaxts Abbociation in one Cohpohation under the 
Name of the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

(Chafteb 251 OF THi: Acts or 1909.) 



Section 1. The Boston Chamber of Commerce and the Boston 
Merchants Association, each a corporation duly established under 
the laws of this commonwealth, are hereby autborized to unite 
and form one corporation under the name of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Section 2. The objects of the new corporation shall be to 
promote the commerce, industry, and public interests of Boston, 
and of New England; to promote and regulate a commercial 
exchange in the city of Boston; to acquire, preserve and dis- 
seminate business information; to adjust controversies and mis- 
understandings; to establish and maintain uniformity in com- 
mercial usages; and to promote just and equitable principles of 
trade. 

Section S. Said new corporation shall have all the rights, 
powers, franchises and privileges now held by, and be subject to 
all the liabilities, restrictions, and duties now imposed upon either 
of said existing corporations except as is otherwise provided 
herein. Each of said existing corporations is hereby authorized 
to assign, transfer and convey to said new corporation all its 
rights, privOeges, interests, estates and property, and said new 
corporation is authorized to receive and hold the same, and shall 
thereupon become liable for all the debts, liabilities or obligations 
of both of said corporations. The so-ealled sustaining fund, 
instituted by said Boston Merchants Association, shall be assigned 
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to the Dew corporation and shall be devoted to the purposes for 
which it was instituted. 

Section 4. The new corporation shall have power to estab- 
lish suitable by-laws to cany out all powers herein granted, includ- 
ing provisions as to the admission, suspension and expulsion 
oF members, transfer of certificates of membership and forfeiture 
of the same, and del^ation of power to officers, committees and 
directors. Until by-laws have been adopted by the new corpora- 
tion, the by-laws of the present Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
so far as they are applicable and not inconsistent with this act, 
shall be in force as to the new corporation. 

Section 5. The said Boston Chamber of Commerce author- 
ized hereunder is hereby authorized to hold real and personal 
estate to an amount not exceeding one million five hundred thou- 
sand dollars, with authority to sell, purchase, mortgage, lease 
or rent the same or any part thereof. 

Section 6. The new corporation shall consist of not more 
than two thousand individual certificate-holding members, includ- 
ing those holding gratuity fund participating certificates as herein 
provided for, and such number of other members as may be fixed 
by the by-laws and as is hereinafter provided for. Certificates 
of membership shaU have a par value of two hundred dollars each 
and shall bear interest at the rate of four per cent, per annum.' 
No person shall be the permanent holder of more than one cer- 
tificate, but the corporation by appropriate by-laws may provide 
for the temporary holding by individual members of not more 
than five certificates, but members holding more than one certifi- 
cate shall be entitled to but one vote and shall not be obliged 
to pay dues on more than one certificate standing in their name: 
provided, however, that upon and after the first transfer of any 
such surplus certificates to any person other than the executor, 
administrator or trustee of the temporary holder thereof, each of 
such certificates so transferred shall be liable for all regular assess- 
ments. 

Section 7. Provision shall be made in the rules and by-laws 
of the new corporation for the continuation and r^;ulation of the 
existing trading facilities, and the collection and dissemination 
of information, data, and statbtics, for the use of the commercial. 
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maDufacturing, shipping, and public interests; for the coaduct 
of work instituted and planned by the said Boston Merchants 
Association in the interest of metropolitan Boston and New Eng- 
land; for the regulation or management of the Gratuity Fund; 
and for such other departments, branches, boards, or committees 
as from time to time may be deemed advisable. 

Section 8. The officers of the new corporation shall consist of 
a president, one or more vice-presidents, a board of directors 
and such other officers as may be determined by the by-laws. 
All officers shall hold their offices for the length of time fixed by 
the by-laws, and shall have and exercise the powers prescribed in 
said by-laws. The corporation shall have power to expend the 
moneys of the corporation for any and all purposes within the 
scope of its charter and by-laws; and it may also receive, in trust 
or otherwise, moneys or other property, real or personal, and 
invest and expend the same for any of the objects of the corpora- 
tion as contained in the charter or by-laws. 

Section 9. Notwithstanding the said consolidation, the pres- 
ent corporations known as the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
and the Boston Merchants Association, shall continue in exist- 
ence for such time as is necessary for the full performance of the 
agreement of consolidation, for the settling of the business atfairs 
of each corporation, and for the recovery of all sums of money 
due or in litigation, said sums, however, to be assigned, when 
and if recovered, for the use of the new corporation. 

Section 10. Each member or holder of a certificate of the 
present Boston Chamber of Commerce, when the act of con- 
solidation shall take effect, shall, upon payment by the new cor- 
poration and the performance of the other conditions contained 
in sections fourteen and fifteen of this act, surrender to the treas- 
urer hb certificate of membership and be entitled to receive 
without payment of any fee or assessment a certificate of mem- 
bership in the new corporation as hereinbefore provided. Such 
certificate shall indicate upon its face whether the member is 
entitled to participate in the Gratuity Fund hereinafter mentioned. 
Each gratuity fund participating certificate of the present 
Boston Chamber of Commerce shall be exchanged for a similar 
gratuity fund participating certificate in the new corporation. 
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Each member of the Boston MercHants Association, when the 
act of consolidation takes effect, shall be entitled to become a 
certificate holding member of the new corporation hy subscrib- 
ing for at least one certificate of membership, paying to the treas- 
urer of the new corporation for every such certificate the sum of 
two hundred dollars, which certificate shall not carry any priv- 
ilege of participation in the Gratuity Fund. The members of 
said Boston Merchants Association, however, shall have the 
privilege of subscribing temporarily for more than one certificate 
as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 11. Certificates of membership in the new corpora- 
tion, not issued in exchange for Gratuity Fund participating cer- 
tificBtea of the present Boston Chamber of Commerce, shall not 
carry any privilege of participation in the Gratuity Fund, nor be 
liable for any assessments for its account. 

Section 12. The new corporation shall have power to elect 
other members than those holding certificates, the number of 
whom shall, from time to time, be fixed at meetings duly called 
for that purpose. Such members shall be liable only for the 
saine annual dues as are levied upon certificate holding members, 
and shall have no interest in the real estate, or other property of 
the new corporation; they shall, however, have equal voting 
power with the certificate holding members, except in matters 
affecting the management of the property, real or personal, owned 
by said corporation, but shall have equal rights with certificate 
holding members to use and enjoy the same; and they shall also 
have all other rights and privileges of certificate holding members, 
save as aforesaid, except that they shall not be allowed to partici- 
pate in the trading privileges and facilities of said new corporation, 
nor shall they be entitled to participate in the Gratuity Fund 
provided for in this act. 

Section 13. The new corporation, by concurrent vote of a 
two thirds majority of both certificate holding and other members 
present and voting at separate meetings called for this specific 
purpose, notice of which meetings shall be mailed to each member 
not more than fifteen or less than ten days in advance, shall have 
the right, upon the payment of the sum of two hundred dollars 
and accrued interest to each certificate holder to cancel and retire 
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all outstanding certificate holding memberships, upon such terms 
and conditions as shall be determined by said two thirds majority 
vote. In the event of the exercise of such right of cancellation 
there shall be thenceforth but one form of membership in said 
corporation, and each member, whether previously a certificate 
holding or other member, shall receive a certificate representing 
the same individual interest in all the property, rights and privi- 
leges of the new corporation save and except participation in the 
Gratuity Fund, which participation shall always be confined to 
holders of certificates marked "Gratuity Fund Participating," 
which imprint shall appear upon the face of every certificate 
issued in exchange for a retired certificate bearing similar imprint. 

Section 14. In consideration of the transfer by said present 
Boston Chamber of Commerce of all its property to said new 
corporation, and for the purpose of equalizing the interests of all 
certificate holding members in said new corporation, the new 
corporation shall pay over to the present Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, from the proceeds of the sale of certificates herein 
provided for, the sum of two hundred thousand dollars, to be 
paid in equal shares by the present Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce to the holders of its certificates at the time when the act 
of consolidation takes effect. If such payment is not made or 
tendered within ninety days after the passage of this act or within 
such further time as may be determined upon by the board of 
directors of the present Boston Chamber of Commerce, the con- 
solidation herein provided for shall be null and void. 

Section 15. The consolidation herein provided for shall be- 
come void and of no effect unless within said period of ninety 
days, or within the extension of such period as provided for in 
section fourteen, the present Boston Merchants Association shall 
secure one thousand members of the new corporation paying 
annual dues either as certificate holding or other members, none 
of whom shall, at the time when the act of consolidation takes 
effect, be members of the present Boston Chamber of Commerce. 

Section 16. All moneys in the Gratuity Fund shall be trans- 
ferred by said Boston Chamber of Commerce, trustee, to the new 
corporation as trustee, and the new corporation shall have full 
authority to manage said Gratuity Fund, levy and collect a 
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meots, aDd pay over the same to the beneficiaries in the same 
manner as now done by the present Boston Chamber of Com- 
metce. 

Section 17. The members of the present Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, upon exchange of their gratuity fmid participating 
certificates for similar gratui^ fund participating certificates 
in the new corporation, and their transferees, shall constitute 
the participating members of the Gratuity Fund of the new 
corporation. The Gratuity Fund shall be managed by the new 
corporation as a separate special fund in accordance with and 
subject to the by-laws of the present Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, save only as modified by this act. 

Section 18. The gratuity fund participating certificates shall 
at all times be limited to one thousand. Participation in said 
Gratuity Fund, save as provided in sections ten and seventeen 
of this act, and the payment of the per capita value of the Gra- 
tuity Fund shall not be a condition of admbsion to membership 
in the new corporation, but non-participating certificate holding 
members of the new corporation, provided they are othowise 
eligible, may in the event of vacancies within the limit of one 
thousand, and upon payment of the per capita value of the fund 
at the time of admission, become participants in the order of date 
of their application for such privilege. Gratuity fund partici- 
pating certificates of the new corporation shall not be transferred 
to any one who is not eligible and willing to become immediately 
a participant therein. 

Section 19. Said new corporation shall not assume any lia- 
bility to the participants in the Gratuity Fund. The interests of 
all participating members in said fund shall be confined to the 
special funds held in trust for said Gratuity Fund in the manner 
provided by the by-laws of the present Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce and to assessments levied or collected for the purposes of 
said fund. Any gratuity fund participating certificate upon 
which the gratuity assessment is not paid shall be sold for non- 
payment in a manner to be determined by the by-laws of the new 
corporation. 

Section 20, The first meeting of the new corporation shall be 
called by the presidents of the two existing corporations by a

notice setting forth the time and place of said meeting and publi- 
cation in some newspaper in the city of Boston seven days at 
least before said meeting, and at such meeting aU members of 
either of said corporations shall be entitled to vote in like manner 
as they would have been if said corporations had met s^arately : 
■provided, however, that no single membership shall cany the right 
to more than one vote. At such meeting either president may 
preside until permanent oi^nization is effected, or in the absence 
of both presidents the meeting may choose its temporary presid- 
ing officer. 

Section SI. This act shall take effect upon its passage, sub- 
ject only to the provisions of sections fourteen and fifteen, but 
shall be void unless accepted within one year thereafter by each 
of said existing corporations at meetings called for that purpose.

Article I. 
Name and Object. 
Section 1. As stated in its Charter, the name of 
this Association shall be the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Section 2. Its object shall be to advance the com- 
merce, industry, and public interests of Boston and of 
New England, as more fully set forth in Section 8 of 
its Charter (St. 1909. Ch. 251). 

Article II. 
Membership. 
Section 1. There shall be two classes of members: 

(1) two thousand " certificate-holding " members, as pro- 
vided in Section 6 of the Charter of the Chamber; and ' 

(2) such number of other members as may be elected from 
time to time by the directors, as provided in Section 12 of 
the Charter, 

Section 2. E^ach applicant for membership shall 
make written application to the directors, indorsed by 
two members of the Chamber, stating hb name, age, 
vocation, and place of business and agreeing to con- 
form to the by-laws, rules, and regulations adopted 
from time to time by the Chamber, or adopted or ap- 
proved by its board of directors. Each application shall 
be referred to the membership committee. Before the 
applicant may be elected to membership, notice of his 
application shall be posted for ten days and mailed to

each director, and the applicant shall be recommended 
by the membership committee. Applicants so recom- 
mended shall be voted upon at a meeting of the board of 
directors, and those not receiving more than three nega- 
tive votes shall be declared elected. Every member c^ 
shall, upon the payment of his annual dues, be given a 
membership card for that year, in such form as may be 
prescribed by the board of directors. Certificate-hold- Certificate

may from time to time be established. 

Section 3, Every member elected as herein provided QualiScation 
shall, within thirty days after his election, pay to the 
treasurer the annual dues for the current year, or pro 
rata for the unexpired portion thereof, including the 
month in which he is elected a member. Until this pay- 
ment has been made, he shall not be qualified as a mem-, 
ber, unless he shalKpresent for transfer a certificate of 
membership upon which the annual dues for the then 
current year shall have been paid. 

Section 4, A certificate held by any certificate- Tranafer 
holding member, or by the l^al representatives of any 
deceased certificate-holding member, may be transferred 
to any person elected a member as above provided, upon 
the payment of a transfer fee of five dollars and any pe^ 
unpaid assessments due thereon; provided such mem- 
bership is not Impaired or forfeited, and the member 
transferring the same has no claims In arbitration pend- Claims 
ing against him, or unsettled claims or contracts held by 
members of the Chamber on which arbitration shall have 
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been demanded. Prior to the transfer of any certificate, 
application for such transfer shall be posted for a period 
of at least ten days immediately preceding, when, if no 
objection is made to the transfer, it shall be assumed 
the member has no outstanding claims against him. 
Unless a member holds more than one certificate, such 
transfer shall terminate hb membership. Certificates 
which bear the gratuity privilege shall not be transferred 
on the books of the Chamber to persons not eligible to 
participate in the gratuity fund. Any applicant desiring 
the gratuity privilege, and presenting for transfer a cer- 
tificate not bearing that privilege, shall be required to 
pay to the Chamber the per capita value of the gratuity 
fund at the time of admission, unless debarred as else- 
where provided. Pending the full distribution of the two 
thousand certificates of membership in the Chamber, a 
member may hold temporarily not exceeding five non- 
participating certificates of membership until they are 
disposed of to their duly elected members; but any mem- 
ber temporarily holding more than one certificate shal^ 
be entitled to but one vote, and shall not be obliged to 
pay dues on more than one certificate. 

Section 5. All resignations of non-certificate-holding 
members shall be presented in writing to the board of 
directors; and, if any such member shall present his 
resignation after his dues are payable, he shall not be re- 
lieved from liability for payment except by vote of the 
directors. 

Section 6. The directors may in any year elect to 
membership for the current year, and exempt from the 
payment of annual dues, any person who is considered 
by them capable of rendering special service to the 
Chamber, or as a member of any committee. 
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Article III. 
Dttes and Certificates. 



Section 1. Each member shall pay to the treasurer Dues 
Annual dues of not less than twenty-five dollars, which 
shall be due and payable at the beginning of each year. 
The amount of the said annual dues, if above twenty- 
five dollars, shall be fixed and determined by the Cham- 
ber. 

Section 2. If any certificate-holding member shall Payment 
fail to pay his annual dues before the first of February, 
he shall be debarred from the privileges of the trading 
floor until such dues are paid. The name of any mem- Delinquency 
ber who shall fail to pay hb annual dues within three 
months after they are due shall be posted for a period 
of ten days and notice of delinquency shall be given 
him by the secretary. If at the end of the ten days Porfdture 
he still remains delinquent, his membership shall be 
forfeited, and, if he is a certificate-holding member, 
hb rights and interest under such certificate shall be sold 
as hereinafter provided. 

Section 3. When any certificate-holding member gale 
shall have forfeited hb membership by reason of non- 
payment of annual dues or from any cause, or shall 
have been expelled, his certificate of membership shall 
be sold, on the floor of the trade room or in such other 
place as the directors may designate, to the highest bidder 
by the secretary or, in his absence, by whomsoever the 
presiding officer may appoint; provided, however, that 
notice of such proposed sale shall have been conspicu- 
ously posted in the trade-room for ten days immediately 
preceding said sale, and that notice thereof shall have 
been sent by registered mail to the person in whose name 
the forfeited certificate stands at hb usual place of busi- 
ness or abode, or to the last address given by him to the 
secretary of the Chamber; and provided, also, that no 
sale of a certificate of membership shall bind the Chamber 
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to admit aay purchaser thereof as a member of the Cham- 
ber, except under the proTisioos of the by-laws regu- 
latiDg the admittance of new members. 

Proceeds Section 4. The committee on finance may, in its 

Acquirement discretion, authorize the treasurer or such other person 
as it may select to bid for and purchase a forfeited cer- 
tificate for account of the Chamber at any sale thereof. 
Any certificate so purchased may be reissued to a new 
applicant for membership at a price to be fixed by the 
committee on finance. 

Section 5. The proceeds of the sale of a forfeited 
certificate shall first be applied to payment of sums due 
to the Chamber and the fee for transferring the said 
certificate, then to the payment of claims due from the 
delinquent or expelled member to members of the Cham- 
ber, and the balance, if any, shall be paid to the person 
who shall present said certificate properly indorsed. 

C«iicell«tioii Section 6. Any forfeited certificate may be declared 
cancelled by the board of directors if not presented within 
six months after the declaration of its forfeiture. 

Transferee Section 7. Any purchaser of a forfeited certificate 

of membership who shall have complied with the provi- 
sions of this article, and shall have been admitted as a 
member of the Chamber, shall be entitled to have said 
forfeited membership transferred on the books of the 
Chamber, and to receive a new certificate of membership 
as provided in Article II., Sections S and 5. 

I<w* Section 8. In case of the loss or destruction of any 

' certificate of membership the issue of a new certificate 

may be authorized by the directors only after the filing 
of an indemnity bond in the penal sum of Five Hundred 
Dollars, to be executed by the principal, with two sureties 
satisfactory to the directors. 
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Article IV. 
Officers and Directors. 

Section 1. The officers of the Chamber shall be a officera 
president, a first vice-president, a second vice-president, 
an executive director, a treasurer, and a secretary, all of 
whom shall be elected annually by the directors, and 
shall hold office until the next annual meeting and until 
their successors are chosen and qualify. 

Section 2. If a president, first vice-president, second Ex-offidis 
vice-president, executive director or treasurer shall be 
elected who is not a director, he shall be ex ojjicio a mem- 
ber of the board of directors. 

Section 3. The board of directors shall consist of Number 
twenty-three members elected as hereinafter provided, 
and such officers as are ex offidis members of the board. 
Any vacancy occurring in the board of directors may be 
filled by the remaining directors until the next annual 
election. 

Article V. 
Duties of Directors. 

Section 1. The directors shall have the management Control 
of the affairs of the Chamber, and shall direct its com- 
mercial, industrial, public, and financial policies, sub- 
ject to such instructions as may be given at duly called 
meetings of the Chamber. 

Section 2. Regular monthly meetings of the di- Meetings 
rectors shall be held at such time as they may determine. 
A majority of the directors shall constitute a quorum. 

Section S. Special meetings of the directors may be Special 
called by the president and shaU be called upon the written 
request of five directors or twenty-five members. 

Section 4. The directors may adopt or amend rules Rules 
and regulations for the government and proper business 
conduct of the Chamber. 
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Section 6. The directors shall submit at each annual 
meeting a report of the condition and finances of the 
Chamber, together with a review of its acts and inter- 
ests for the preceding year. A summary of this report 
shall be sent to each member of the Chamber at least 
seven days before the meeting. 

Section 6. The directors shall examine charges of 
misconduct in business matters preferred against any 
member of the Chamber, when made by a member in 
writing to the president or secretary. If the member- 
complained of shall be found guilty of a violation of the 
rules or by-laws, or a violation of any existing and rec- 
ognized agreement between members of the Chamber,, 
or of any other act contrary to the spirit which should 
govern commercial transactions, or of any conduct which^ 
in the opinion of a majority of the directors is detrimental 
to the character and interests of the Chamber, the di- 
rectors shall reprimand, suspend, or espel such member,, 
as they may determine upon an examination of the 
nature and gravity of the offence committed; but an 
affirmative vote of at least sixteen directors shall be 
necessary to expel.- 

Section 7. No member shall be censured, suspended,, 
or expelled without an examination of the charges against 
him by the board of directors, or without having an^ 
opportunity to V e heard in his own defence. Notice, 
accompanied by a copy of the charges against him, shall 
be served on the accused member at least twenty-four 
hours before such examination. Notice may be served 
upon the accused personally by the secretary or any of 
his assistants, or it may be left at his (the accused's) 
ordinary place of business, in either of which cases the 
notice shall be considered sufficient, and the examina- 
tion may then proceed, whether the accused is present or 
not. No counsel shall be permitted to appear in behalf 
of any member at any hearing provided for in this section, 
before the directors or before any of the committees of 
the Chamber. 
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Section 8. A suspended member, or a person who 1 
has forfeited his membership, may be reinstated by '"^' 
the directors, provided notice of application for rein- 
statement shall have been posted for at least ten days 
prior to such action. 

Section 9. Any member who has been expelled Vote 
may again become a member only by an affirmative vote 
of at least sixteen members of the board of directors; 
and application for membership shall be made as provided 
in Article II., Section 2. 

Section 10. Any member who shall neglect or re- Teatimony 
fuse to appear and testify before the directors, or any 
duly constituted committee, in any investigation, trial, or 
hearing, after having been notified in writing by the sec- 
retary or by the chairman of the committee to so appear, 
or any member who, when testifying, shall refuse to answer 
any question which the directors or committee deem 
proper and pertinent to the case in hearing, shall be sub- 
ject to suspension by the directors from all privileges of 
the Chamber for such period as they may determine. 
Any member may likewise be suspended if found guilty 
by the directors of contempt as a witness before them, 
or before any committee upon the submission of a report 
in writing by such committee, stating the circumstances 
of such contempt. No witness shall be compelled to 
answer any question which may incriminate himself, nor 
be entitled to have any testimony admitted which, in the 
opinion of the directors or committee, is irrelevant. The 
directors or conmaittee, in investigating any charges in- 
volving the conduct of members as provided in Section 6 
of this article, or in any other case in hearing, shall be 
the sole judges of what evidence is competent or material. 

Section U. The directors may appoint del^ates to Ddet^t«a 
any organization or convention in which representation 
from thb chamber shall appear desirable. Such delegates 
shall not, unless specially authorized, commit the Cham- 
ber to any policy or action; but the Chamber or the 
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directors may subsequently concur in the action of any 
such meeting or convention. 



Article VI. 

Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. The president shall preside at the meetings 
of the Chamber and of the directors. He shall, at the 
annual meetings of the Chamber and at such other times 
as he shall deem proper, communicate to the Chamber 
or to the directors such matters, and make such sugges- 
tions as may tend to promote the prosperity and increase 
the usefulness of the Chamber. He shall be ex officio a 
member of all conmiittees. He shall perform such other 
duties as pertain to the office of president. 

Section 2. In the absence of the president, the first 
vice-president shall perform the duties of the president; 
and, in the absence of the president and first vice-presi- 
dent, the second vice-president shall perform the duties 
of the president ; and, in the absence of the president and 
both vice-presidents, the directors shall designate a direc- 
tor to perform such duties. 

Section S. The executive director shall be in charge 
of the administrative and executive work of the Chamber, 
and shall perform such duties as may be defined by the 
directors. He shall be ex officio a member of all commit- 
tees. He shaU nominate for appointment all employees 
of the Chamber, and shall have general '»upervision of 
their work, subject to the approval of the directors. He 
shall supervise and direct the compilation of statistics and 
information of commercial and municipal value, and shall 
publish such reports of commercial, industrial, and public 
interest as the directors may order. At the expiration of 
his term of office he shall deliver to the directors all books, 

■ papers, and property of the Chamber in his possession. 
Section 4. The treasurer shall receive all monies due 

: -Ibe Qh^mber, and under the direction of the directors 
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sliall deposit, invest, and disburse the same. He shall 
not pay out funds of tlie Chamber except by authority of 
the directors and the approval of the committee on 
finance. He shall keep regular books of accounts, and 
carefully preserve the same and all vouchers for the 'pay- 
ment of money, and shall have the custody of all bonds 
and securities belonging to the Chamber. He shall com- 
municate to the directors, executive committee, or com- 
mittee on finance any infonnatioa they may require at any 
time, and at least once every month the state of the treas- 
ury in detail. He shall render an annual report to the 
directors, which shall be audited before presentation. 
The funds, books, vouchers, and securities in bis hands 
shall, at all times, be under the supervision of the direc- 
tors, and subject to their inspection and control. He 
shall, at the expense of the Chamber, furnish and main- 
tain a bond, with a surely or sureties satisfactory to the 
directors, for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
in such penal sum as they may direct; and perform such 
other duties as the directors may prescribe. At the ex- 
piration of his term of office he shall transfer all funds, 
books, papers, and other property of the Chamber in his 
possession to hb successor. In the absence of the treas- 
urer, checks, drafts, and other orders for the payment of 
money may be signed by the president or by a vice- 
president. 

Section 5. The secretary shall keep the records of the Secretary 
Chamber, assist the executive director in conducting its 
business, preserve all books, documents, and communi- 
cations, and keep an accurate record of the meetings of 
the Chamber, the directors, and all committees. He shall 
personally, or by deputy, act as secretary of all committees 
of the Chamba. He shall conduct the correspondence of 
the Chamber, and perform such other duties as the direc- 
tors may prescribe. At the expiration of his term of 
office he shall deliver to the directors all books, papers, 
and property of the Cbapiber in his possession. 
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Meetings. 

Section 1, There shall be a regular meeting of the 
Chamber on the third Tuesday in each month, except 
during January, June, July, and August, and at such other 
times as may be ordered by the Chamber or its directors. 
Should the third Tuesday fall on a holiday, the regular 
meeting shall be held on the following day, unless other- 
wise ordered by the directors. 

Section 2. Special meetings of the Chamber shall be 
held when called by the directors or the president, or 
upon written request to the president or directors of fifty 
members stating the purpose of the meeting. Except in 
cases of exigency, of which the directors shall be the judge, 
not less than four days notice of special meetings shall be 
sent to each member. The purpose of the meeting shall be 
stated in the notice. At special meetings of the Chamber, 
only such business as is set forth in the notice shall be 
discussed or acted upon. 

Section S. The annual meeting of the Chamber shall 
be held on the fourth Tuesday in January. 

Section 4. Fifty members shall constitute a quorum 
at any meeting. 

Section 5. The hour and place for meetings shall be 
fixed by the directors. 

Section 6. The proceedings of the meetings of the 
Chamber shall be governed by, and conducted according 
to, the latest edition of Cushing's manual. 

Section 7. The directors may at any time order a 
change in the time or place of holding regular meet- 
ings. Due notice of such change shall be sent to all 
members. 

Section 8. Upon motion of any member, the Chamber 
may, by a majority vote, go into executive session. 

Section 9. No member shall be permitted to speak 
more than twice, nor longer than ten minutes on any sub- 
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ject, except by permission of the president or a two-thirds 
vote of those present. 

Section 10. All resolutions shall be handed to the Beaolutions 
secretary in writing. 

Section 11. No member shall read or offer for action Reference 
any communication, report, or resolution that has not 
previously been considered by the directors, without 
first making a -general statement of the subject-matter 
thereof. Should five members object to immediate Advisoij 
consideration by the Chamber, the question shall be 
referred to an advisory conmiittee of three, to be im- 
mediately appointed by the presiding officer. After 
hearing any statements the member offering or the m«n- 
bers objecting may desire to make, said advisory com- 
mittee shall report back to the same meeting of the 
Chamber with a recommendation that the question be 
acted upon at once, referred for future action, or laid 
on the table. This section shall not apply to any com- Non-rrf«eDco 
munication, report, or resolution submitted by the direc- 
tors, which shall be acted on without reference. 



Article VIII. 
Nominations and Elections. 

Section 1. The election of directors shall be held Time 
on the day of the annual meeting. At such annual elec- 
tion the members shall elect, to serve for the terms of 
two years and until their successors are elected and 
qualified, either eleven or twelve directors, according to 
the number whose terms expire on that date, and the 
members shall also elect directors to fill vacancies for 
unexpired terms if such vacancies exist. The persons 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be declared 
elected. 

Section 2, If for any extraordinary reason it should Cbtage 
be deemed expedient to change the date of the annual 
election, it may be done by unanimous vote at a meeting 
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of the directors or by a two-thirds vote at a general meet- 
ing <rf the Chamber. 

Section 3. The directors shall select at the regular 
meeting in November, five candidates for election to the 
nominating committee, and shall at once send a list of 
these candidates to each member of the Chamber. At 
any time within twenty days after the November meeting 
ot the Chamber, any twenty-five members may nominate, 
by a duly signed petition addressed to the directors, one 
or more independent candidates for the nominating com- 
mittee. A list of such independent candidates shall be 
sent to each member of the Chamber not less than seven 
days before the I>ecember meeting. 
- Section 4. At the regular meeting of the Chamber in 
December, a vote shall be taken by ballot for the election 
of a nominating committee. E^h member may vote for 
five candidates, and the five receiving the highest number 
of votes shall constitute the nominating committee. 

Section 5. A vacancy in the nominating committee 
shall be filled by the remaining members, with the con- 
currence of the directors. 

Section 6. The nominating committee shall nomi- 
nate as many candidates for directors as are to be elected. 
Such nominees shall be known as the "official ticket." 
Only such members as have expressed to the nominating 
committee their willingness to serve shall be nominated. 

Section 7. The report of the nominating committee 
shall be posted and a printed copy thereof mailed to 
each member of the Chamber at least twenty days prior 
to the annual election. 

Section 8. Any fifty members of the Chamber may 
nominate one or more members, for directors, by posting 
the name or names over their signatures on the bulletin 
board not later than ten days previous to the annual 
election and filing a copy thereof with the secretary. A 
list of the persons so nominated shall be sent to 
each member at least seven days before the annual 
election. 
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SectioB 9. The names of all the candidates npminated Ballot 
shall be arranged on the ballot in alphabetical order, 
according to their surnames, and there shall be placed 
after the name of each candidate the words "official 
ticket" or "independent nomination," as the case may 
be. Ballots shall be so printed as to give each voter an 
opportuni^ to designate his choice of candidates by a 
cross in a square at the right of the name and designa- 
tion of each candidate. 

Section 10. The polls shall be open on the day of th? Polte 
annual election during such hours as the directors may 
determine, but not less than three hours. Notice of the 
hours for balloting shall be sent to each member. 

Section 11. Ten days prior to the election the presi- Judges 
dent shall appoint and announce, by posting on the 
bulletin board, a committee of not less than five judges, 
who are not directors or candidates, to have supervi- 
sion of the election. They shall serve from the opening 
of the polls UBtil the results of the election shall have 
been determined, and at least two of them shall be 
present at all times during the election. Check-lists 
shall be used. 

Section 12. Members shall not be privileged to can- Canvassing 
vass for votes or advocate the election of any candidate 
in the rooms of the Chamber during the time when the 
polls are open. 

Section 13. In the election of directors, should a tie lie 
vote occur, the committee of judges shall cast lots and 
certify as elected the person or persons whom the lot 
determines. 

Section 14. No member shall hsft'e the right to vote Voting 
who is in arrears for regular dues or assessments. All 
voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 
A plurality of the votes cast shall constitute an election. 

Section 15. The committee of judges shall certify Certificates 
the election of the candidates. 

Section 16. In order to perfect its organization the Prelimbai? 
Chamber shall at its first meeting, or an adjournment ^^^w 
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thereof, elect twenty-three directors, eleven to serve 
until the first annual meeting and untU their successors 
are elected and qualify, and twelve to serve until the 
second annual meeting and until their successors are 
elected and qualify. Such election shall be held in such 
manner and under such regulations as the meeting shall 
decide. 

Article IX. 
Si^Htrdinate Aasoctatwru. 

Section I. Members who may desire to form an 
association, to be composed of members of the Chamber, 
for the purpose of promoting the special trade, industry, 
business, profession, or object in which they are inter- 
ested may, with the consent of the directors, form a sub- 
ordinate association of the Chamber. 

Section S. Each subordinate association of the 
Chamber may adopt rules and regulations tor its gov- 
ernment; but no rule or regulation shall be adopted or 
maintained which, in the opinion of the directors, shall 
be out of harmony with the objects, purposes, policies, 
usage, or by-laws of the Chamber. 

Section 3. No such association of the Chamber, nor 
any member thereof, shall contract any debt in its be- 
half which shall in any manner, or to any extent, render 
the Chamber liable for payment of any sum, unless the 
same shall have been previously approved by the execu- 
tive committee or the directors. 

Section 4. Any such association of the Chamber 
may be dissolved by the directors upon petition or resolu- 
tion, approved by two-thirds of the members of said 
association present at a meeting called for the purpose; 
and any association may be suspended or dissolved by 
the directors of the Chamber. 

Section 5. Each subordinate association shall report 
its acts and condition to the directors of the Chamber 
when requested.

Committees. 



Section 1. The board of directors shall appoint the Standing 
following standing committees to serve until the next 
annual meeting and until their successors are appointed: 
executive; agriculture; arbitration; banking and cur- 
rency; conventions; finance; legislation; manufactures; 
maritime affau-s; membership; monetary; municipal and 
metropolitan; publicity; public utilities; taxation; and Spedal 
transportation. The board shall appoint any other 
committees that may be needed to advance the interests 
of the Chamber or to carry on its work. 

Section 8, The executive committt* shall be com- Executive 
posed of the president and the executive director, ex 
officiis, and of seven other directors, to be chosen by 
the directors. It shall have such duties as may be 
prescribed by the directors to facilitate their work, and 
shall have such of the powers of the directors as may be 
deputed to it from time to time by them. The directors 
may at any time make changes in the n-embership of 
the executive committee. 

Section 3. The finance committee shall suggest ways Finance 
and means for securing the funds required to carry on 
the work of the Chamber. It shall audit all bills pre- 
sented, and authorize their payment after they have 
been authenticated by the officers or committees by 
whom incurred. Payments may be authorized only when 
appropriations covering said expenditures have first been 
made by the directors. Annually in the month of Decem- 
ber, the finance committee shall make a careful estimate 
of the receipts and expenses of the Chamber for the en- 
suing calendar year, and shall submit a statement thereof 
to the directors. The committee shall meet at least 
once each month. 

Section 4. The membership committee shall super- Membership 
vise the selection of new members, and pass upon and 
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recommeod to the directors all applications (or mem- 
bership. It shall meet at least once each month, except 
in July and August, and on call of its chairman, or a 
majority of its members, or of the president. 

Section 5. The committee on maritime affairs shall 
consider all questions pertaining to the interests of the 
port, and the development of the harbor and it3 shipping 
facilities, and shall make such recommendations in 
relation thereto as they may deem proper. They shall 
have a general supervision of the maritime information 
collected by the Chamber, and shall from time to time 
recommend to the directors such changes or additions as 
may be necessary to increase its value to members. 

Section 6. The publicity committee shall secure 
and be responsible for all publicity for the Chamber. 
Statements regarding the affairs of the Chamber or its 
attitude in respect to any matter shall be made public 
only by the president or board of directors, or through 
the chairman of this committee or some member or 
officer delegated by him or the committee. 

Section 7. Except when specified in these by-laws 
or by the directors, the duties of committees shall be 
such as are indicated by their respective names. 

Section 8, Committees shall submit their findings 
and recommendations in writing to the directors, who 
may take final action thereon, or may refer matters which 
in their opinion are of general interest and importance 
to meetings of the Chamber. If the committee origi- 
nally making the report notifies the board of directors of 
its desire to have the report submitted to the members 
at the next monthly meeting, the directors shall do so, 
together with such comments as they desire to make. 
No finding or recommendation of any Committee shall 
be reported as the action of the Chamber, or published 
until approved by the directors or a general meeting of 
the Chamber. 

Section 9. Resignations from committees shall be 
by letter, addressed to the directors. Any member (rf 
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a committee failing to attend three consecutive com- 
mittee meetings may be considered by the directors to 
have tendered his resignation. Vacancies in committees 
shall be filled by the directors. No member shall serve 
on more than one standing committee at the same time. 

Section 10. Meetings Of committees may be called Meetings 
by the chairman, or by the president. A majority of the 
members of any committee shall constitute a quorum. 

Section 11. Should any committee fail to discharge Diachaige 
the duties assigned to it with reasonable promptitude, 
such committee may be dischai^ed by the directors, and 
a new conmiittee appointed. 



Article XI. 
Revenues and Disbursements. 

Section 1. No appropriation or expenditure of money Authority 
shall be made, except by vote of the Chamber or the 
directors. No officer, director, committee, member, 
subordinate association, or employee of the Chamber, 
shall contract any obligation or incur any debt in behalf 
of the Chamber, or in any way render it liable, unless 
authorized by vote of the directors or of the Chamber, 
nor shall any disbursement of the funds of the Chamber 
be made unless the same shall have been approved and 
audited by the finance committee. 

Section 2. A certified public accountant, selected by the Audit 
directors, shall examine and audit the books and accounts 
of the Chamber and of the treasurer twice each year, 
and at such other times as may seem advisable to the 
directors, and shall report the results of such examina- 
tion to the directors. 

Section 3. The ordinary revenues of the Chamber Special 
may be augmented by bequests or contributions for the 
ponduct of its general work, or for the institution or 
prosecution of any special enterprise or undertaking 
which, in the opinion of the directors, properly comes

within its scope. Any member may pay to the Chamber 
in addition to his annual dues, any sum he may desire 
to contribute for its general work, or for any specific 
object designated by him and approved by the directors. 



Article XII. 
Trade Committees. 

Section 1. There shall be appointed by the directors, 
as soon as practicable after their election, the following ' 
trade committees: beans, butter and cheese, eggs, flour, 
fruit, grain, market reports, provisions, trade-rooms. Each 
of these committees, excepting the committee on market 
reports, shall consist of three members, who shall hold 
oflSce for the term of one, two and three years, respec- 
tively, or until their respective successors are appointed; 
provided, however, that after the first appointment there 
shall be appointed annually one member of each com- 
mittee for the term of three years. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the committees on 
beans, on butter and cheese, on eggs, on fiour, on fruit, 
and on provisions, to properly discharge the obligations 
imposed upon them, respectively, by the rules which may 
be adopted for the government of trade in their respec- 
tive departments. 

Section 3. The committee on trade-rooms shall have 
general supervision over the rooms used for trading, and 
see that no unauthorized persons are admitted. They 
shall see that the trade-rooms are properly cared for, 
that order is preserved, and that the rules are observed 
by both members and visitors. They shall enforce the 
floor rules and generally direct the arrangements within 
the trade-rooms under the control of the directors. 

Section 4. Each trade committee appointed by the 
board of directors shall, subject to the approval of the 
board, formulate rules for the regulation of the trade 
which it is appointed to represent. 
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Section 6. The committee on market reports shall Market 
be appointed annually, and shall consist of eleven mem- "^P*"* 
bers. Its duty shall be to regulate the quotations and 
other trade matters to be published in any official market 
report or circular which may be issued on the authority 
of the Chamber. 

Article XIII. 
Vmtora to Trade-rooms. 

Section 1. Any certificate-holding member of the Viiiton 
Chamber may introduce visitors into the trade-rooms by 
entering in a book kept for that purpose their names, resi- 
dence, the date of introduction, and by whom introduced. 
This record shall be imperative in each and every case. 
Each visitor shall be provided by the secretary with a 
ticket entitling him to admission to the trade-rooms for 
six days within one month from date of bsue; but no 
more than one such ticket shall be issued to the same 
person during any year without the consent of the com- 
mittee on trade-rooms. No visitor shall be permitted to 
negotiate or transact business on the trading floor unless 
he pays a brokerage or commission on such business to 
his recognized representative or the member who intro- 
duced him. For any violation of this rule the privilege 
of visiting the rooms shall be forfeited. 

Section S. Any certificate-holding member of the Restrictioa 
Chamber transacting business upon the trading floor with 
a person not a certificate-holding member except as 
provided in the forgoing section, shall be held guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to such penalty 
as the directors may impose. Should any person intro- 
duced as a visitor violate the rules of the Chamber by 
the transaction of business on the floor, the member 
introducing such visitor shall pay a fine of five dollars 
for each offence. 

Section 3. The directors may authorize the issue Complinun- 
of complimentary tickets of admission to the trad- '*'7 
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ing floor to such persons as they may designate; but no 
persons holding such a ticket shall be entitled to vote or 
to transact any business in the trading-rooms, except 
such as may be incident to the business on account of 
which the ticket was bsued. 

Section 4. Any member who shall be unable to 
attend to his business in consequence of illness, or who 
shall be temporarily absent from the city, may, upon the 
approval of the committee on trade-rooms, be represented 
in the trade-room, during the time of such illness, or 
temporary absence, by some one person whom he shall 
designate for that purpose and for whose acts he shall be 
responsible. Such a substitute shall receive a pass for a 
period not exceeding thirty days, which may be renewed 
by the committee on trade-rooms, in its discretion. 
Until such pass is returned and cancelled, the member 
himself shall not be admitted to the trade-rooms of the 
Chamber. 



Article XIV. 
Commi^swn and Brokerage Rates. 
Section 1. The following rates of commission and 
brokerage, being just and reasonable, are established 
as the minimum charges which shall be made for the 
transaction of the business hereinafter specified, by 
members of this Chamber: For receiving, selling, and 
accounting for oats and com, ^ cent per bushel; wheats 
barley, and rye, 1 cent per bushel. In addition to the 
foregoing specified rates of commission there shall be 
charged the legal rate of interest on all advances, and 
sdl inspection and stop-off charges. For brokerage the 
minimum rates per bushel shall be; oats and corn, ^ cent* 
wheat, barley, and rye, ^ cent; v'heat, barley, and rye 
for export, ^ cent per bushel. Provided, however,, 
that no charge shall be less than $1 per car com, or $!2.50 
per car ear corn, or $1.50 per car oats. Nothing in this 
article shall be constmed to prevent any higher rates* 
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of commissioti or brokerage being charged by special 
agreement. 

Section 2. Any member who, or whose firm or Violation 
corporation, shall be convicted by the directors of a vio- , 
lation of the provisions of this article, or of any evasion 
thereof, by making rebates in prices, by makiag any 
contract, or observing any contract already made, by 
giving any bonus, gift, donation, or otherwise, or by 
rendering any other service or concession whatsoever, 
shall for the first offence be fined $150, and for second and 
later offences shall be suspended or expelled, as the direc- 
tors may determine. 

Article XV. 
Ina^dion of Grain. 

Section 1. The committee on grain shall annually inspector 
recommend to the directors, for appointment as in- 
spector of grain, the applicant whom it may consider 
best qualified to dischai^ the duties incumbent upon 
him. 

Section 2. It shall audit monthly the inspector's Audit 
accounts, approve the same if correct, and submit at each 
monthly meeting of the directors a statement of the work, 
receipts, and disbursements of the grain inspection de- 
partment for the preceding month, with a list of bills 
remaining unpaid. 

Section 3. The committee on grain shall, as often as 
once on each crop, provide standard samples of the 
established grades of grain. This committee shall Conunittee 
also, from time to time, report to the directors, for 
adoption, such rules and regulations as it may deem 
necessary for the proper inspection of grain. No change 
shall be made in the grades of grain except at a meet- 
ing of members called for the purpose, notice of the 
proposed change being posted on the bulletin board 
of the trade-room at least one week previous to such 
meeting. 
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lUgoktioiis Section 4. It shall be the duty of the committee od 
grain to provide a proper office and necessary storage- 
room for the inspection department, to appoint the neces- 
, sary clerks, and to regulate the salary of the inspector 
of grain and other employees of the grain inspection 
department, and to take general charge of the inspection 
office, subject to the approval of the directors. 

Skmplei Section 5. The committee on grain shall sell the 

samples of grain collected from time to time, according 
to their discretion, for the benefit of the Chamber. 

Fas Section 6. The fees for the inspection of grain shall 

be fixed by the directors. The fees for inspection, 
as well as the proceeds from samples sold, shall be col- 
lected monthly by the committee on grain, and paid 
to the treasurer, from whom they shall take receipts. 

Authority Section 7, Subject to approval by the directors, 

the committee on grain shall have power to adopt and 
enforce such other measures as may, in its judgment, be 
required for properly carrying out the system of inspect- 
ing and grading grain. 

Deputies Section 8. The inspector of grain shall appoint 

such number of deputies and other employees as, in his 
opinion and the opinion of the committee on grain, shall 
be sufficient to insure the prompt and reliable inspection 
of each car of grain upon its arrival, and the perform- 
ance of such other duties as may devolve upon him 
under these by-laws. The inspector and his depu- 
ties shall continue in office till the appointment of their 
successors; but all appointments shall be subject to revo- 
cation by the directors at any tune, for causes satbfac- 
tory to them. 

Pledge Section 9, All inspectors of grain shall be duly 

sworn to discharge the duties of their respective offices, 
faithfully and impartially, before they shall be compe- 

RespMuibili^ tent to enter into service. The inspector shall be re- 
sponsible for the official acts of his assistants; and shall 
annually give to the Chamber a good and satisfactory 
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boDd ia the sum of three thousand dollars for the Bood 
faithful performance of the duties of inspector and for 
the payment of all just claims and demands against 
him which may be made by any member of the Chamber. 

Section 10. The inspector shall inspect all grain ar- Duties 
riving in Boston consigned to members of the Chamber 
(except that consigned to such members as shall have 
filed with the committee on grain their written objectioD 
to the grading of grain consigned to them), and shall 
grade the same according to the grades and standards 
from time to time adopted. He shall report in detail 
daily, on a bulletin provided for the purpose in the trade- 
room, the work of his department, and shall perform 
such other duties as the committee on grain shall direct. 

Section 11. The inspector shall in no case make the Deception 
grade of grain above the lowest quality found in the lot, 
when it shall appear that a mixture has been made with 
intent to deceive. 

Section 12. The inspector shall report in writing Reporta 
to the committee on grain all attempts to defraud the 
system of inspection as established at the time, also 
any attempt to deliver grain of a lower grade than that 
called for by the warehouse receipts. 

Section 18. The inspector shall keep suitable books Accounts 
of accounts showing the receipts and disbursements of 
the grain inspection office; and these books shall at all 
times be open to the examination of the directors. He 
shall also keep in books provided for the purpose a 
correct record of each and every car of grain inspected 
by him, number of car, description of grain, name of 
consignee and railroad, at time of inspection. 

Section 14. It shall be the duty of the inspector of SamplinK 
grain to sample carefully each and every car of grain 
inspected by him for track delivery, and to deliver such 
samples of track grain at the trade-room before 12 u. 
each day. Each sample shall be put in a strong package 
marked distinctly with the consignee's name, number 
of the car, description of the grain, and, if ungraded or 
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rejected, the condition of the grain and the reasons for 
its rejection, and at what raiboad station the car was 
when sampled. A duplicate sample shall be preserved 
for at least thirty days after the date of inspection. 

Section Ifi. The inspector shall, when required, 
give a certificate of grain inspected by him in accordance 
with the established rules, and in case of delivery to cars 
or vessels, shall state the number of bushels of each 
grade. Duplicate samples shall be preserved for a 
period of at least sixty days after the date of inspection. 

Section 16. The inspector of grain shall have free 
access to all grain to be inspected by him, and shall be 
satisfied that such grain is properly stored according to 
grade. 

Section 17. Any member of the Chamber who may 
feel aggrieved by the decision of the inspector of grain, 
may appeal to the committee on grain, whose decision 
shall be final as to the grading of the grain. Any dam- 
age which may ensue from wrong inspection shall be 
ascertained and awarded by the committee on grain, sub- 
ject to appeal to the committee on arbitration. Final 
awards shall be paid by the treasurer and charged to 
the grain inspection department on the certificate of the 
proper committee. Appeals from any decision of the 
committee on grain shall be made within one business day 
after such decision has been rendered, and no appeals shall 
be entertained after the expiration of that time. In 
cases of appeal to the committee on arbitration the Cham- 
ber shall be represented before such committee by one 
or more members of the committee on grain. 

Section 18. No inspector of grain appointed by this 
Chamber shall, directly or indirectly, engage in trade 
during the time he may hold the office, on penalty of for- 
feiting his commission as inspector. 
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Article XVI. 
Arbitration. 

Section 1. The committee od, arbitration shall con- CogniniH 
sist of a chairman, a vice-chairman, and eight other 
members. It shall take cognizance of any case of 
difference, dispute, or disagreement between members, 
growing out of trade in merchandise, or any matter of 
contract connected therewith, at the request of either 
party thereto. The two parties in interest shall select 
four members of the committee to act with the chairman 
(or, in his absence or inability to serve, with the vice-chair- 
man) to hear and decide the matter at issue between 
them. In case of their failure to agree promptly upon 
the said four members, the chairman of the committee 
(or, in his absence or inability to serve, the vice-chair- 
man) shall select the said four members. In case of 
the absence of the chairman or vice-chairman or any 
of the members, the president may appoint substitutes 
pro tempore. Any member who shall refuse or neglect 
so to submit his case, or who shall commence an action 
at law against another member for any such difference, 
dispute, or disagreement, without having first submitted 
the cause of action to the committee on arbitration, or 
proposed so to do to his opponent, and notified said com- ■ 
mittee in writing of his willingness so to refer, shall forfeit 
his membership . in this Chamber; provided, however, 
that if, in the opinion of the directors, a member has 
bad good reason to believe that his legal rights would 
have been endangered by delay, his membership shall 
not be forfeited because he may have appealed summarily 
to the law. 

Section ^ Awards of the committee not exceeding Awards 
five hundred dollars in amount shall be binding; awards 
in excess of five hundred dollars shall also be binding, 
provided both parties to the dispute shall, previous to 
the hearing, file with the chairman of the committee a 
written agreement to abide by its decision. Any mem- 
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ber oeglecting or refusing to comply prumptly with any 
final award of the committee shall be subject to ex- 
amination and discipline by the directors, as provided 
in Section 7 of Article V. 

Section 3. Any person, party in a case of ati>itration, 
and being a member of any mercantile firm, whether the 
other members of said firmware or are not members of 
this Chamber, shall be understood and holden as rep- 
resenting hb firm and acting for it; and the award of 
the committee shall be binding upon said firm to the same 
extent as in the case of the individual members of the 
Chamber. 

Section 4. When a member acting as a broker, agent, 
or representative of any corporation, joint stock company, 
firm, or individual, shall at the time of the transaction 
make known the name or names of his principal or prin- 
cipals, acceptable to the other party or parties to the con- 
tract, and shall have so stated their name or names in 
his written confirmation, when given, the contract shall 
be between the principal or principals and the other party 
or parties, and the broker shall not be held for non- 
fulfilment of the contract. The broker, however, may 
be summoned before the arbitration committee upon 
the contract, and if it shall satisfactorily appear that the 
broker has been guilty of misrepresentatian or fraud, 
or that he has exceeded the authority conferred upon him 
by his principal, he shall be held for the contract whether 
or not the principal is thereby relieved, and shall be 
liable for the arbitration fees, and subject to all the 
by-laws and rules of the Chamber. 

Section 5. Any corporation, joint stock company, 
firm or individual, not a member of the Chamber, 
who may be charged with any proceedings inconsis- 
tent with just and equitable principles of trade, or of 
violation of any contract, or commercial usage estab- 
Ibhed by the Chambw, in relation to a transaction had 
through or with any member of the Chamber, shall, 
on complaint, be summoned before the arbitration com-

mittee and given an opportunity to be heard, and the 
award of the committee on arbitration shall be final. 
Any person or persons neglecting to appear, or refusing I 
to comply promptly with any final award of the com- 
mittee, shall, upon complaint, be summoned before the 
directors, who shall give both plaintiff and defend- 
ant an opportunity to be beard prior to final action in 
the case ; and if, in the opinion of the directors the chai^ 
or charges against said defendant be substantiated, it 
may, by a vote of not less than two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers present, prohibit said defendant representation 
through a member of the Chamber until such time as the 
said prohibition has been removed by the directors. And 
any member of the Chamber who shall, with knowledge 
of such prohibition, represent or transact business for or 
on behalf of said defendant, after notice of such prohi- 
bition shall have been posted on the bulletin during five 
days, shall be deemed guilty of wilful violation of the 
by-laws and subject to the penalties prescribed in Article 
v., Section 7. All complaints under this section shall Complunti 
be in writing and addressed to the secretary of the Cham- 
ber, who shall cause the same to be served on the defend- 
ant, with notice of time of hearing. Service on a corpora- 
tion or joint stock company may be made on its president, 
vice-president, secretary, treasurer, or any director, man- 
ager, or resident agent and upon a firm by serving any 
member thereof. Service of the complaint and notice Service 
of hearing before the directors may be made personally ' 

or by mail. If made personally, it shall be at least ten 
days, and, if by mail, at least fifteen days, previous to 
the hearing, unless such service be waived in writing 
by the parties in interest. 

Section 6. In cases before the committee on arbitra- Testimony 
tion the committee may require the statements of the 
principals to be made in writing, and may require either 
or all of the principals and witnesses to give their state- 
ments and testimony under oath. An abstract of the 
statements of the principals and witnesses shall be pre- 
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served and with said abstract shall be recorded the award 
of the committee, and, at its discretion, the reasons 
for such award. Said record shall be the property of 
the Chamber, in the keeping of its secretary, and shall 
be accessible for examination by members of the Cham- 
ber. The committee shall also render a copy of their 
award to each of the parties in controversy, through the 
secretary of the Chamber, within one week after such 
award shall have been made. Said copy of award shall 
be attested by the secretary under the seal of the 
Chamber. 

'Guanuitcc Section 7. Any member may file with the secretary 

a request for an arbitration, and shall then deposit with 
that officer twenty-five dollars; the same being the 
amount of the fees which the committee on arbitration 
is hereby authorized and directed to assess for such hear-, 
ing, and which are to be paid by the party against whom 
the decision may be rendered. If, however, the request 
for arbitration is withdrawn, so that the case be not heard 
by the committee, the said sum of twenty-five dollars 
shall then be forfeited to the Chamber and paid over by 
the secretary to the treasurer. If the case is heard and 
decided against the complainant, the said twenty-five 
dollars shall be paid to the treasurer in lieu of fees to be 
assessed; but, if decided in favor of the complainant, 
the said sum shall be returned to him and fees assessed 
upon the defendant as above provided, but the com- 
plainant must guarantee the fees in all cases called against 
non-members. 

Pajmcnt Section 8. Upon a certificate of the secretary the 

treasurer shall at once pay the amount of fees assessed in 
any case for distribution among the committee; and the 
secretary shall immediately collect of the party against 
whom the decision may have been rendered the amount 
of such fees which shall be paid over to the treasurer. 

NoibiwyineDt Section 9. Any member neglecting to pay said ad- 
judged fees for three days after notice from the secretary 
8o to do shall forfeit, during such neglect, all right to 
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appear, in person or by representative, upon the Boor of 
the trade-rooms of the Chamber. 

Section 10. If one of the parties to a controversy is NoD-memb« 
not a member of the Chamber, the committee may in their 
discretion hear and decide such controversy, and in such 
cases the committee may require the amount of fees for 
the case to be deposited by said party with the secretary; 
said fees to be subject to the award of the committee as 
provided in Section 7 of thb article. 

Article XVII. 
Gratuity Fund. 
Section 1, There shall be maintained a gratuity Institutbu 
fund for the benefit of the families of those deceased 
members who at the time of their death were gratuity 
participating members, under the terms and conditions 
hereinafter provided- 
Section 2. Every gratuity certificate-holding member Eligibility' 
of the Chamber shall be subject to the conditions and 
entitled to the benefits of the plan for providing for the 
families of deceased members hereinafter set forth; 
but the directors shall, in their discretion, have the 
power to debar any future applicant for membership 
from the benefits of this by-law, and they shall so debar 
any applicant of the age of forty-five years or upwards. 

Section 3. Upon the death of any participating Assessment 
member there shall be assessed against each certificate 
of a member participating in the privileges of this by-law, 
except as elsewhere provided, the sum of three dollars, 
which thereupon shall be a lien on such certificate and 
shall become due to the Chamber. 

Section 4. Upon the receipt of documentary proofs. Proof ■ 

satisfactory to the managers of the gratuity fund, of 
the death of a participating member, said managers shall 
cause a notice to be sent by mail to each gratuity partici- 
pating member of the Chamber, stating the fact of said 
death, and calling for the assessment provided for in 
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Section 3, which assessment shall be paid within thirty 
days of the date of said notice. Any such member 
who shall ne^ect or refuse to pay the same within said 
thirty days shall be excluded from the rooms of the 
Chamber until such assessment is paid; and any such 
member who fails to pay the said assessment within 
three months from said date shall be deemed to have 
relinqubhed his membership and his interest in the 
gratuity fund, and the same shall be forfeited, and such 
person shall thereafter be admitted only as a new appli- 
cant. 

Section 5. There shall be paid from the gratuity 
fund to the family of the deceased participating mem- 
ber the full sum of twenty-five hundred dollars, to 
which said family shall be entitled, subject only to the 
provisions of section seven of this article, within thirty 
days from the time that the several members of said 
family shall have substantiated their claim to the satis- 
faction of the managers, as hereinafter provided in these 
by-laws and in the by-laws of the managers of the gratuity 
fund. 

Section 6. Should a participating member die leav- 
ing a widow and no children or issue living at the time 
of his death, then the whole sum shall be paid to such 
widow for her own use. Should he die leaving a widow 
and also children or issue, then one-half shall be paid 
to the widow for her own separate use and one-half in 
equal shares to his children and to the issue of any de- 
ceased child by right of representation, for their own 
separate use. If he leave children or issue and no widow, 
then the whole sum shall be paid in equal shares to the 
children and to the issue of any deceased child by right 
of representation for their own separate use. The 
shares of minors shall be paid to their guardian or guard- 
ians. Should he die leaving neither widow nor issue, 
the whole sum shall be distributed among the persons 
who, under the Massachusetts statutes, would be en- 
titled to his real estate in case of intestacy, and in the 
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same proportion as tlierem prescribed. Should he die 
leaving neither widow nor kindred, then the whole sum 
shall be applied in such manner and to such purposes 
as may be prescribed by the directors of the Chamber 
for the time being. In all cases a certified copy of 
the application for letters of administration or other 
proceedings before a judge of probate shall be ac- 
cepted as proof of the rights of claimants and be deemed 
ample authority to the Chamber to pay over the money, 
and such payment shall release the Chamber forever 
from all further claim or liability. 

Section 7. Nothing herein contained shall ever be Non-liability 
taken or construed as a liability of the Cumber, or of 
its members, for the payment of any sum whatever, 
except as follows: the liabiUty of each member partici- 
pating in the gratuity plan, at law or in equity, being 
limited to the payment of three dollars only on the death 
of any other participating member and the liabQity of 
the Chamber being limited to the payment prescribed 
in Section 5 of this article so fat as the assessments re- 
ceived together with the gratuity fund will admit. 

Section 8. Nothing herein contained shall be coo- Cttiligatioa 
strued as constituting any estate in esse which can be 
mortgaged or pledged for the payment of any debt; but 
it shall be construed as the solemn agreement of every 
certificate holding participating member of the Chamber 
to make a gift to the family of each deceased participating 
member, and of the Chamber to collect and pay over to 
such family the said gift. 

Section 9. The management and distribution of the Management 
gratuity fund, and the execution of the provisions of 
this by-law, shall be under the charge of a board of man- 
agers, to be known as the managers of the gratuity fund, 
to consist of the president and treasurer of the Chamber 
and of three participating members who shall be elected 
by the directors to hold office for the term, of one, 
two, and three years, respectively, and until their respec- 
tive successors are elected; and after such first election 
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tliere slmll be elected each year, at the first meeting 
of the directors after the annual election, or as soon 
thereafter as may be practicable, one manager for the 
term of three years. In case of vacancy the directors 
shall £11 the same. It shall be the duty of the man- 
agers of the gratuity fund to keep securely invested all 
money paid to them for the fund, together with the 
annual interest and accretions arising from the same. 
They shall have power to choose their own chairman, 
and adopt such by-laws for thejr own government as 
may be needful, subject to the approval of the directors; 
they shall make a fuD report of all interests in their 
care quarterly to the directors, and at such other times 
as the directors may request; they shall also make to 
the Chamber a full report at the annual meeting. The 
gratuity fund year shall coincide with the fiscal year 
of the Chamber. 

Section 10. Whenever the number of deaths in any 
year shall exceed two per cent, of the number of partici- 
pating members, it shall be the duty of the managers 
of the gratuity fund to pay out of the fund such sums 
as may be required to limit the total number of assess- 
ments in any one year to two per cent, of the then par- 
ticipating members; provided, however, that, should 
the fund be exhausted, the liability of each participating 
member to pay the necessary assessments shall not thereby 
be impaired. When the gratuity fund shall amount to 
such a sum that the undivided interest of each partici- 
pating member shall be two hundred dollars, the further 
increase of said fund shall be applied to reduction of 



Section 11. The gratuity certificate of a deceased 
member, or of a suspended member, shall be subject to 
the same assessments as the like certificates of member- 
ship of other members. 

Section 12. The interest of a participating member, 
and of his widow, children, or next of kin, shall cease 
upon the transfer of his certificate of membership on the 
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books of the Chamber, upon the forfeiture of his mem- 
bership, or upon bis expulsion from the Chamber. The 
interest of a member and of his family shall not be af- 
fected, however, by or during his suspension. 

Article XVin. 

Real Estate Trust. 
Section 1. The management and care of the land Trurtcei 
and building now belonging to the Chamber, and any 
other real estate which it may acquire, shall be in charge 
of a board of trustees to be known as the real estate 
trustees; the same to consist of the president and treasurer, 
ex officiis, and three other members who shall be elected 
by the directors, from outside their awn membership, 
to hold office for the term of one, two, and three years, 
respectively, and until their respective successors are 
elected. 

Section 2. After the first election there shall be Term 
elected each year, at the first meeting of the directors 
after the annual election, or as soon thereafter as may 
be practicable, one trustee for the term of three years. 
In case of a vacancy the directors shall fill the same. 

Section S. It shall be the duty of the real estate Duties 
trustees to care for and manage the real estate of the 
Chamber, direct the purchase of all supplies therefor, con- 
tract with and control all employees needed for the proper 
management and care of the building and property of the 
Chamber, fix all rentals, decide upon and order all addi- 
tions, alterations, repairs, insurance, lighting and heating, 
and do such other matters as may properly come within 
their sphere; all subject to the approval of the directors. 

Section 4. The real estate trustees shall choose their RuJm 
own chairman, and shall adopt such rules for their own 
government as they may deem expedient, subject to 
the approval of the directors. They shall make a full R«ports 
report of the interests in their charge to the directors at 
least once in every six months, and whenever the direc-

tors may require it; and they shall make a full report 
of these interests to the Chamber at its annual meetings. 



Article XIX. 

Seal of the Chamber. 

Section 1. The Chamber shall have a seal of such 

design as the directors may adopt. The said seal shall 

be in the custody of the secretary. 

Article XX. 

Amendment of By-laws. 

Section 1, These by-laws shall not be altered or 
amended, nor shall any new by-laws be adopted, except 
by an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members vot- 
ing at a meeting held for the purpose or at a r^ular 
meeting, in either of which cases ten days' notice shall be 
given, by posting conspicuously on the bulletin board of 
the Chamber a copy of the proposed change or amend- 
ment; and a printed notification from the secretary, 
setting forth the proposed change or amendment, shall be 
mailed to each member at least seven days previous to 
such meeting. 

Section 2. No proposition to amend these by-laws 
shall be submitted to a vote of the Chamber except as 
hereinafter provided, unless it shall have been recom- 
mended by the directors or shall have been approved 
by the directors on the recommendation, in writing, of 
at least fifteen members of the Chamber. In case 
a proposition for such amendment is submitted to the 
directors by at least fifteen members, it shall be con- 
sidered by them and reported on to the Chamber at the 
first regular meeting after it shall have been so pre- 
sented; and, in ease it be not approved by the direc- 
tors, they shall, in reporting it to the Chamber, give 
their reasons for such disapproval and the said prop- 
osition may then be brought before the Chamber for 
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its action oa a new submission in writing over the 
signatures of at least fifty members. 

Section S. Any proposition to amend these by-laws Condition*! 
may be amended by the Chamber in any way that is 
germane to its general scope; provided that such amend- 
ment in specific form is presented to the secretary over 
the signatures of fifteen or more members, at least three 
days prior to the time it may be submitted to the Chamber, 
during which time it shall be conspicuously posted on the 
bulletin board of the Chamber, with the original propo- 
sition. 
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By-Laws of the Retail Trade Board of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 



Article I. 

Name and Objects. 

Section 1. The name of this association shall be Name 
the Retail Trade Board of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Section 2. Its objects shall be to advance the in- Objects 
terests of those members of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce who are engaged in retail trade, to bring about 
a closer relation between them, and to secure concerted 
action on their part to improve existing conditions. 

Article II. 

Membership. 

Section 1. Members of the Boston Chamber of Qualification 
Commerce who attend a meeting called for the purpose '°^ member- 
of establishing the Retail Trade Board of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and of electing a governing 
board thereof, or who notify the secretary of the Cham- 
ber in writing of their inability to attend such meet- 
ing and their approval of the plan to establish a Retail 
Trade Board of the Boston Chamber of Commerce and 
their desire to become members thereof, shall be charter 
members of the said Board. Thereafter any member 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce in good standibg 
whose business, in the opinion of the membership com- 
mittee of the Retail Trade Board, consists wholly or in 
considerable part in selling goods, wares, or merchandise 
at retail, shall become a member of the Retail Trade 
Board of the Boston Chamber of Commerce if elected a 
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Application 
for member- 



member thereof by its govermng board in accordance 
with the following section. 

Section 2. Applications for membership in the Retail 
Trade Board shall be in writing; shall be addressed to 
the membership committee of the Retail Trade Board; 
shall state the name, place of business, and branch of 
retaU trade in which the applicant is engaged; and shall 
contain a statement agreeing to conform to the by-laws, 
rules, and regulations adopted from time to time by the 
Retail Trade Board. Notice of such application shall 
be sent to the governing board and posted in the office 
of the secretary of the Board at least ten days before 
it is acted upon by the membership committee. The 
applicant may be elected a member of the Retail Trade 
Board by its governing board if, and only when, he is 
reconimended for membership in said Board by the 
membership committee, after notice of the application 
has been given as hereinbefore provided. 

Section 3. All resignations from the Retail Trade 
Board shall be presented in writing to the governing board. 



Article III. 
Officers and Governing Board. 

Section 1. The officers of the Retail Trade Board 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce shall be a president, 
a vice-president, a treasurer, and a secretary. 

Section 2. The president and vice-president shall 
be elected by the governing board at their first meeting 
after the adoption of these by-laws, to serve until the 
first annual election; and thereafter, at the first meeting 
of the governing board after each annual election, they 
shall elect a president and a vice-president^ to serve 
until the next annual election, and thereafter until their 
successors are elected and qualify. The treasurer of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce shall act as treasurer 
of the Retail Trade Board. The secretary of the Boston 
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Chamber of Commerce shall personally, or by deputy, 
act as secretary of the Retail Trade Board. The presi- 
dent and vice-president shall serve without salary, and 
the treasurer and secretary without expense to the Retail 
Trade Board. 

Section 3. The governing board shall consist of Goyeming 
nine members of the Retail Trade Board elected as here- ^^"1 
inafter provided, and the president and vice-president 
of the Retail Trade Board, who shall be members ex 
ofjieiia. Should the president or vice-president be elected 
from the membership of the governing board, the va- 
cancy thus created shall be filled by the remaining mem- 
bers of the governing board. The governing board 
shall fill such other vacancies as may occur from time to 
time, from death, resignation, or otherwise. 

Article IV. 
Nomination and Election of Governing Board. 

Section I. The chairmen of the various standing Selectionof 
and special committees of the Retail Trade Board shall nominating 
constitute a committee, which shall meet in the month """^' 
of May or as soon thereafter as may be, and select a 
nominating committee of seven members. Should any 
vacancy occur in the nominating committee, it shall be 
filled by the remaining members of that conmiittee. 
Said nominating committee shall meet, and not later than 
the fifteenth of September shall send to each member 
of the Retail Trade Board a list of nine nominees for the 
governing board, to be voted upon at the annual election 
on the first Thursday in October. Such list of nominees 
shall be known as the " official ticket." Only such mem- 
bers as have expressed to the nominating committee 
their wiUingness to serve shall be nominated. 

Section 2. Any twenty-five members of the Retail Independent 
Trade Board may, between the fifteenth and twenty-fifth nominatiom 
of September, nominate one or more members for the 
governing board, by filing with the secretary of the 
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Board or of the Chamber a writing signed by them and 
nominating said member or members for the position 
named. A list of the members so nominated shall be 
sent to each member of the Retail Trade Board at least 
five days before the annual election. 

Section 3. The names of all candidates nominated 
shall be arranged on the ballot in alphabetical order, 
according to their surnames; and there shall be placed 
after the name of each candidate the words "official 
ticket " or " independent nomination," as the case may be. 
All voting shall be by ballot. No proxies shall be allowed. 

Section 4. At the first meeting of the Retail Trade. 
Board held in accordance with Section 1 of Article II. 
of these by-laws, there shall be elected a governing board 
of nine members, who shall serve until the next annual 
election, and thereafter until their successors are elected 
and qualify. Thereafter at each annual election there 
shall be elected nine members of said governing board, 
to serve until the next annual election and until their 
successors are elected and qualify. 

Section 5. The polls shall be open on the day of the 
annual election during such hours as the governing 
board may determine. Notice of the hours of b^loting 
shall be sent to each member at least four days before 
the annual election, A plurality of the votes cast shall 
constitute an election. Check lists shall be used. No 
member shall have the right to vote who is in arrears 
for dues or assessments to the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Section 6. At least ten days prior to the annual 
election the president shall appoint, and announce by 
posting on the bulletin board of the Chamber, not less 
than three judges of election, who shall not be members 
of Ihe governing board or candidates for election thereto, 
to have supervision of the election. They shall serve 
from the opening of the polls until the results of the 
election shall have been determined, and at least two of 
them shall be present at all times during the election.

Should a tie vote occur, the judges of the election shall 
cast lots and certify as elected the person or persons 
whom the lot determines. The judges shall certify the 
election of the candidates elected. 



Article V. 
Duties of Officers and Governing Board. 

Section 1. The president shall preside at the meet- President 
ings of the Retail Trade Board and of the governing 
board. He shall, at the annual meetings of the Board, 
and at such other times as he shall deem proper, com- 
municate to the Retail Trade Board or to the governing 
board such matters, and make such suggestions, as may 
tend to promote the success and increase the usefulness 
of the Board, and shall perform such other duties as usu- 
ally pertain to the ofBce of the president. 

Section 8, In the absence of the president the vice- Vice-presi- 
president shall perform the duties of the president; and ""' 
in the absence of both the president and the vice-presi- 
dent the governing board shall designate one of its 
members to serve during such absence. 

Section 3. The treasurer shall receive all moneys Treamuer 
due, and all funds collected by the Board, and shall be 
responsible for the safe keeping and proper application 
of any funds or moneys placed in his charge and intended 
to be used to meet the expenses of carrying on the work 
of the Retail Trade Board, or any project connected 
therewith. He shall, under the direction of the govern- 
ing board, deposit them in special accounts, separate 
from the funds and moneys belonging to the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, and shall invest and disburse 
the same under the direction of the governing board. 
He shall keep regular books of accounts, and shail care- 
fully preserve the same, and all vouchers for the payment 
of money. He shall render prior to the annual meeting 
an annual report to the governing board. In the ab- 
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sence of the treasurer, checks, drafts, and other orders 
for the payment of money may be signed by the presi- 
dent or vice-president, if so authorized by the governing 
board. 

Section 4. The secretary shall preserve all books, 
documents, and communications relating to the work 
of the Board, and shall keep an accurate record of the 
meetings of the Board. He sh&ll conduct the corre- 
spondence of the Board, compile statistics, keep in 
touch with other boards of like nature throughout the 
country, and perform such other duties as are usually 
performed by persons holding the position of secre- 
tary. 

Section 5. The governing board shall manage the 
affairs of the Board and direct its activities and policies, 
subject to the provisions of Article IX. of the by-laws 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce and such other 
portions of the said by-laws as may be applicable, and 
to such instructions as may be given at duly called meet- 
ings of the Hetail Trade Board. A majority of the 
members of the governing board shall constitute a quo- 
rum. R^ular bi-weekly meetings shall be held by it 
at such time as it may determine. Special meetings 
may be called at any time by the president, and shall be 
called by him upon the written request of a majority 
of the members of the governing board, or of any 
fifteen members of the Retail Trade Board. The gov- 
erning board may adopt and amend from time to 
time rules and r^ulations for the conduct and proper 
business management of the Board. The governing 
board shall report its acts and doings to the board of 
directors of the Chamber once a month, and at such 
other times as the board of directors may request, and 
shall submit at each annual meeting of the Retail Trade 
Board a report of the condition of the affairs of the Board, 
together with a review of its acts and interests for the 
preceding year. It shall examine charges of misconduct 
in business matters preferred against any member of 
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the Retail Trade Board, and, after iofonning the mem' 
tter as to the charges and giving him an opportunity 
to be heard in relation thereto, may, if it deems such 
action advisable, suspend or expel him from member- 
ship in the Retail Trade Board. A member may be 
suspended by a majority vote, but an affirmative vote 
of at least eight members of the governing board shall 
be necessary to expel. The governing board may also 
report its action, and the reasons therefor, when deemed 
advisable, to the directors of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce for their action, as provided in Article V. of 
the by-laws of the Chamber. 



Article VI. 
Meetings. 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Retail Annual 
Trade Board shall be held on the first Thursday in °»eeting 
October. 

Section 2. Meetings of the Board shall be held Otber 
when called by the governing board or the president; "leetiigs 
and either of them shall call a meeting of the Retail 
Trade Board when so requested in writing by twenty- 
five members of the Retail Trade Board, stating the 
purpose of the meeting. Not less than two days' notice 
of such meeting shall be sent to each member. 

Section S. The hour and place for meetings shall be Timeuid 
fixed by the governing board. placeot 

Section 4. Twenty-five members shall constitute a 
quorum at any meeting of the Retail Trade Board. 

Section 5. The proceedings of the meetings of the Procedure 
Retail Trade Board shall be governed by, and con- 
ducted according to, the latest edition of Cushing's 
Manual. 

Section 6. No member shall at a meeting of the Matters 
Retail Trade Board read or offer for action any com- wAedupon 
munication, report, or resolution that has not previously 
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been considered by the governing board, without first 
making a general statement of the subject-matter thereof. 
Should three members object to immediate consideration 
by the Board, the question shall be referred to an advi- 
sory committee of three, to be immediately appointed 
by the presiding officer. After hearing any statement 
the member offering or the member objecting may de- 
sire to make, said advisory conmiittee shall report to 
the Retail Trade Board, at the same meeting if pos- 
sible, recommending that the question be acted upon 
at once, assigned for future action, or laid on the table. 
Communications, reports, or resolutions submitted by the 
governing board shall be acted upon without reference.

Article VII. 
Committees. 

Section 1. The governing board shall appoint a 
membership committee, and such standing committees 
representing the different branches of retail trade as the 
governing board may consider expedient, or as shall 
be voted by the Retail Trade Board. Standing com- 
mittees shall serve until the next annual meeting after 
their appointment, and until their successors are ap- 
pointed. The governing board shall also appoint such 
special committees as may in its opinion tend to promote 
the success and increase the usefulness of the Retail 
Trade Board. 

Section 2. Meetings of any committee may be called 
by the chairman thereof, or by the president. A ma- 
jority of the members of any committee shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Section 3. All reports and recommendations of 
standing or special committees shall be submitted in 
writing to the governing board, who may take official 
action thereon, or may refer matters which in their 
opinion are of general interest or importance to the 
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Retail Trade Board, to be considered at a meeting thereof. 
No finding, report, or reconunendation of any com- 
mittee, shatl be reported as the action of the Retail 
Trade Board, or made public until approved by the 
governing board or a general meeting of the Retail 
Trade Board, and no such finding, report, or recommen- 
dation shall be considered as final action, or be made 
public, if before the approval of such finding, report, 
or recommendation by the governing board, notice of 
disapproval thereof has been received from the board 
of directors of the Chamber, or from the executive com- 
mittee, representing the directors. 

Section 4. The membership committee shall pass Membership 
upon all applications for membership in the Retail committee 
Trade Board, and shall recommend to the governing 
board favorable action upon such applications as they 
may deem wise. It shall meet at least once a month. 



Article VHI. 

Revemies and Disbursements. 

Section 1. When the treasurer is in receipt of any Liability not 
moneys or funds intended to be used to meet the ex- •<» be ipcurred 
peases of carrying on the work of the Retail Trade Board ^^^ aioAe 
or any project in connection therewith, the governing without 
board may authorize the incurring of liability or the mak- ft«tbority 
ing of expenditures to be met from such moneys or funds; 
but no officer, committee, member, or employee of the 
Retail Trade Board, shall contract any obligation or incur 
any debt payable from any funds belonging to, or con- 
tributed by the members of, the Retail Trade Board, 
unless duly authorized so to do by the governing board. 
No officer, committee, member, or employee of the 
Retail Trade Board shall contract any obligation or 
incur any debt payable from the treasury of the Chamber 
unless an appropriation for the purpose has been made 
by the directors of the Chamber. The board of di- 
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rectors of the Boston Chamber of Commerce shall not 
incur any liability or make any expenditures to be met 
from moneys or funds in the custody of the treasurer 
belonging to the Retail Trade Board. 
Special funds SECTIONS. Any member or members of the RetaU 
Trade Board may pay to its treasurer any sum he or 
they may desire to contribute for its general work, or 
for any specific objects designated by him or them and 
approved by the governing board; and such sum shall 
be expended under the direction of the governing board 
for the purpose intended. 

Article IX. 
AmendmerU of Bt/4aw3. 
Amendments Section 1. These by-laws shall not be altered or 
amended, nor shall any new by-laws be adopted, except 
by an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the members 
voting at a meeting held for the purpose, or at a regular 
meeting, in either of which cases ten days' notice shall 
be given by posting a copy of the proposed change or 
amendment; and a printed notificatioii from the secre- 
tary of the Retail Trade Board, or from the secretary of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce, setting forth the 
proposed change or amendment, shall be mailed to each 
member at least seven days previous to such meeting. 
SubmiMonof SECTION 2. No proposition to amend these by-laws 
amendment shall be submitted to a vote of the Retail Trade Board 
unless it shall have been recommended by the governing 
board, or shall have been approved by the gov^uing 
board on the recommendation in writing of at least ten 
members of the Retail Trade Board; excepting that in 
case an amendment is recommended to the governing 
board in writing by at least ten members of the Retail 
Trade Board, and is not approved by the governing 
board, the governing board shall, in case it is so re- 
quested in writing by at least twenty-five members of the 
Retail Trade Board, submit the said amendment to the 
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Eetail Trade Board at its first meeting thereafter, giv- 
ing its reasons for disapproving the proposed amend- 
ment, and the Retail Trade Board may then take action 
thereon. 

Section 3. No amendment adopted to these by-laws Approve) of 
shall be operative until it has been approved by the wnen<ii»ei»t 
directors of the Boston Chamber of Commerce. 
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By-Laws of the Managers of the 
Gratuity Fund. 

Article I. 

The officers of the Managers of the Gratuity Fund 
shall be a chiurman, treasurer, and secretary. The 
chfurman shall be elected by ballot at the first meeting 
after a new election of each year. Two auditors shall be 
elected at the same meeting. The treasurer of the 
Chamber of Commerce shall be treasurer of the Mana- 
gers, and the secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
shall be secretary of the Managers. 

Article II. 

Meetings of the Managers may be called by the chair- 
man, and shall be so called upon the request of two mana- 
gers. In the absence of the chairman three managers 
may call a special meeting. Three shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Article III. 

A record of the proceedings of the Managers shall be 
kept by the Secretary. 

Article IV. 

The treasurer shall be under the supervision of the 
Managers. He shall keep a regular book of accounts, 
and shall collect and receive all sums due, on account of 
the gratuity fund, and make a report quarterly, duly 
audited, to the Managers, for presentation to the Board 
of Directors at their meetings in January, April, July, and 
October. He shall, at the meeting in January, also sub- 
mit an annual report for presentation to the Chamber 
at its annual meeting in January, as provided in Article 
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XXI., Section 8, of the by-laws of the Chamber. He 
shall give a satisfactory bond for the faithful performance 
of his duties. 

Article V. 

All money coming into the hands of the treasurer shall 
be deposited in such bank or trust company as shall first 
be approved by the Managers, to the credit of the Mana- 
gers of the gratuity fund of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, Trustee. All negotiable securities belonging 
to the gratuity fund shall be placed in a safe deposit 
vault designated by the Managers. Access to said secur- 
ities shall be had only on the joint personal application 
of the chairman and treasurer, or, in the absence of the 
chairman, some other member appointed by the Mana- 
gers. 

Article VI. 

All claims shall be first approved by the Managers, and 
shall be paid by check, signed by the treasurer and 
countersigned by the chairman. 

Article VII. 

Investments, change of investments, and sales of 
property must be authorized at a meeting of the Mana- 
gers. 

Article VIII. 

Whenever a doubt exists in the mind of a manager as 
to the legality of any proposed action, counsel shall be 
consulted. 



In the absence of any ofBcer the Managers shall elect 
one of their number to fill his place pro tern. 

Article X. 

The Managers shall, in each case of alleged death of 
a member of the Chamber of Commerce, require the fol- 
lowing evidence, namely: — 
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I. Ad affidavit of the physiciaa who attended the 
deceased member in his last illness and at the time of 
his death. 

II. An affidavit of the undertaker who officiated at 
his funeral. 

III. An affidavit of some reputable person who knew 
the deceased in his lifetime, to the effect that the person 
so deceased was io fact the member of the Chamber of 
Commerce reported to have died. 

Article XI. 

Before payment is made to the heirs of a deceased mem- 
ber, as provided in Article XXI., Section 5, of the by- 
laws of the Chamber of Commerce, a certificate or cer- 
tificates, by a court of competent jurisdiction, of the 
application for and the appointment of a certain person 
as executor or administrator, with the names of the next 
of kin, shall be furnished the Managers. If, in the 
opinion of a majority of the Managers, the circumstances 
attending any particular case shall render it proper that 
the foregoing evidence in this and the preceding article 
should be dispensed with, and that other evidence should 
be accepted in lieu thereof, the Managers shall thereupon 
report such opinion, together with a statement of the 
facts and circumstances upon which it is based, to the 
Board of Directors, for their action. 

Article XII. 

These by-laws may be amended at any meeting of the 
Managers by. a vote of two-thirds of the whole number 
of Managers, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Directors; provided that notice of such amendment be 
given at the meeting immediately preceding the one in 
which it is acted upon.
